Sin,—By order.of the Committee of the Chamber of Commerce, I addressed a'letter to H. B. M.’s 
Consul on the 10th ultimo, and again on the present day, the contents of both which he will doubtless 
have communicated to Your Excelleney; and while the Chamber of Commerce still beg your atten- 
tion thereto they instruct me to inform you that the position Of British Import Trade at this Port 
is as deplorable as ever; indeed purchases by the Chinese Brokers have utterly ceased except in cases 
where foreigners themselves are buying back through them sundry goods at prices far below the cost 
of production to be again stored in foreign Godowns and held on speculation. 

The € «ey aré anxious; lest Your Excellency should entertain an idea that the Import 
Trade here is reviving; to assure you that with scarcely one exception British Manufactures have 
never yet shewn so great a loss to the foreign Merehant as at present. The inability of the Imperial 
forces to regain possession of the City; or to give protection or encouragement to Trade is as apparent 
as it ever has been since the rebeYion on the 7th September last; and although heavy purchases of 
Chinese produce have been made, it has only been done by enormous Imports of actual Silver or 
Opium at avery high cost to foreigners. Thanks to Your Excellency and to the national ships of 
England, France and America our persons and property are still protected. We owe the Chinese 
Government nothing on this head, while the presence of their rabble army and its followers; and their 
frequent imbecile attacks oa the City; fills the natjvé population with alarm and completely checks

Attack ON AN AMERICAN PILOT-BOAT. 
—On Monday evening about dusk, as 
Mr. Ayer’s Pilot-boat, flying the Amer- 
ican flag, was coming up the reach, one 
of the Taoutae’s vessels, the Clown,;4ired 
a shot at her The Boat, in which 
was Mr. Linklater and six Chinese, was 
soon hailed round under the Compton 
and the officer on board, ordered the Chi- 
nese sailors up on deck and had them 
tied up to the mainmast, but allowed Mr. 
Linklater to go away after having over- 
hauled the boat. As soon as Mr. Ayer | 
was informed of this proceeding, he laid 
his complaint before the U. 8S. Consul 
who referred him to Captain Kelly, and 
he, atcordingly, went on board the U.S.S. 
Plymouth and Captain Kelly, upon hear- 
ing of the assault, very promptly manned 
a boat which was placed under command 
of Lieutenant Guest, who proceeded im- 
mediately to theSir Herbert Compton, 
and asked for the Captain, who was not 
to be found—at last a Portuguese on 
board the Compton, said he was inc 
mand, and Mr. Guest at once demanded’ 
‘‘ how he dared to make prisoners of men 
under the American Flag ?’’ and demanded 
their release. The Portuguese replied he 
did not do it, and that he had no au- 
thority to set them free. Whereupon 
Lieut. Guest ordered his men to board, 
which was done with the greatest alacrity, 
and cut the prisoners from the main-mast 
where they had been tied by the hair, 

It was observed, at this moment, that 
some men on the poop of the vessel 
were levelling their muskets at the Amer- 
ican officer and Mr. Linklater who accom- 
panied him. Mr. Guest very energetical- 
ly levelled his revolver at the. Portuguese, 
telling him that on the first shot being 
fired he would blow his brains out. . The 
Portuguese, in great alarm, immediately 
ordered his men to desist,—the crew and 
boat were then taken off without further 
hinderance. There is no plea offered for 
this gross insult to the American flag ex- 
cept that, the boat had some shot on 
board, which it is in the habit of carrying 
for ballast. 

Mr. Murphy the U.S. Consul, in cor- 
respondence with the Taoutae on this 
subject, has laid down the doctrine that, 
under no pretence whatever, shall property 
or persons while under the protection of 
the U. S. Flag be molested by the Chinese 
authorities, with impunity. But if any 
claim is supposed by them to exist against 
persons or property under. the U.S. Flag; 
the complaint must be made to him, the 
only person known in the Treaty to have 
the power of settlement. 

The promptitude with which the U.S. 
Consul and Captain Kelly attended to 
this complaint, and the energy with which 
Mr. Guest carried out his instructions, 
which were of a very. delicate and dif- 
ficult, nature, are very praiseworthy, and 
we hope, will check the insolent bearing 
of those in command of the ex-Taoutae’s 
ships, who are frequently firirg on some 
frivolous pretence upon boats, passing up 
and down the river. 
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in their course towards Nanking, or hav- 
ing supplied them with stores and money, 
otherwise, at least, than when they were 
perfectly in their power, it is utterly pre- 
posterous, and contradicted by the whole 
character and history of the rebellion. 
Read the published declarations of the 
two parties respecting each other, examine 
all the accounts of the warfare. that has 
now been waging between them for several 
ears, and see if there be any “ reason 
to believe”’ the sentiment just quoted, 
There is proof in. abundance that the 
struggle going on has been all alony as 
thorough and determined, as the calibre of 
either party would admit of, and in no case 
have those in office been disposed to give 
up, until they were either panic-stricken 
or completely beaten. At every step, 
the insurgents havé had to encounter the 
combined forces of the empire, Tartar and 
Chinese, and allowing for various reverses, 
they have proved equally victorious over 
both. It is thought by the above writer, 
that the rebels on approachigg the Capital 
would be opposed by a more honest ahd 
résolute set of ** braves,”’ than those who 
fled before them in the South, and various 
evil auguries are from this cause given 
out in regard to them. We reply. that 
alt that has come down to us, bearing upon 
their Northern campaign has been duly 
registered in our Journal, and we. have 
| geen nothing that seemed to forebode any 
serious disaster to theircause. The prog- 
nostications of the writer before us arise 
from what he conceives might be the case, 
when the fact is there is no reason what- 
ever for his conceptions, and@®he success 
Of the rebels alike in the North and South 
is owing entirely to the inanity and weak- 
ness of the Chinese Government.

It was in existence at 
the time of our own war with the empire, and 
would hawe been easily put down but for the 
disorganisation and paralyses of the Imperial 
resources caused by that struggle.

extortion, That phenomenon, we believe, would 
have been ¢qually impossible. There have been 
some battles and some massacres, of the most 
horrible kind, in places where an isolated Gov- 
ernor or Getieral' opposed his force to that of the 
Anti-dynastic leaders;—but there has been no 
plan of concerted opposition, no general movement 
either for or against them; and accordingly, with 
few exceptions, they have had to march on from 
place to place, dealing at each point with the au- 
thorities of that particular locality. The accounts 
of victories gained over great concentrated Imperial 
armies, cual in every case fromm the party interested 
(and doubtless not less willing than interested) 
in describing them in the most exaggerated language 
of which Oriental hyperbole and mendacity is 
capable. 

If our readers wil! look at the map of China, 
they will perceive that the army of ‘‘the move-

Four 
Junks which left within the last month were permitted to sail on payment of half Duties. 

Fifthly.—The fact of at least four vessels having loaded full Cargoes of Tea, and Silk at Woo- 
sung without payment of Duties or Promissory Notes, is so well known that it is unnecessary to enter 
into particulars. 

Sixthly.— Under a Notification from the U, S, Consul dated January 20th, two American vessels 
the Oneida avd Science have left the Port, without payment of Duties or granting Promissory Notes 
tor the same, while a third under a previous Notification cleared out having given a Note to the Taou- 
fae which by the very terms of it can never be enforced. 

Seventhly.—Under the apprehension that the Custom-house might be re-established, probably 
4,000 Tons of Tea and Silk, have been forwarded to, and are now lying at Woosung, with the object 
of being shipped off without entry at any Consulate, or payment of any Duty whatever. The Ame- 
rican Vessel the Wild Duck is now loading there. 

With these facts before them all of which have been the consequence of no fault of British Sub- 
jects, but solely of the entire absence for a time from the neighbourhood of every Imperial authority 
whatever, and of the general incapacity of the Chinese Government itself, the Committee of the 
Chamber would represent the grievous inequality and $8 pnb Samra Subjects who have faithfuly 
observed the Provisional Regulations established by H» B. M.’s Consul, are called upon to pay Daties 
from which so many other Parties have been wholly or partly exempt. - 

The Committee are anxious not only for the sake of resident British Merchants, but of the many 
Parties in England, and elsewhere whose interests have been confided to their care, that the whole 
facts be laid before H. B. M.’s Government, and they with confidence rely upon H, B. M.’s Consul 
supporting their claim for exemption from charges which would fall so ve on Britikh Trade.

Srn,—As Secretary of the Shanghae Chamber of Commerce I had the honor of addressing you 
on the F0th ultimo, upon the subject of various deviations from the Provisional Regulations «stablish- 
ed by you, upon the taking of the City, and of pointing out theinjury to British interests at this Port, 
from the strict enforcement of such regulations upon British Trade exclusively. While instances 
were quoted in which vessels under Prussian, Austrian, American, Siamese and Native flags, had 
been either allowed to enter and quit the Port without any specific engagement for Duties or with 
complete immunity from all dues whatever. 

The Chamber now begs to bring to your notice the following further illustrations of i's former 
arguments, Shewing the still continuing incapacity of the Chinese authorities to impartially enforce 
payment of Duties notwithstanding that the Custom-house has been re-established and formally 
recognized. 

First.—The American ship Wild Duck has received at, Woosung a Cargo of Teas on which no 
levy of Duties has been made; a conditional engagement as to their payment only having been given, 
of the stringency and value of which the enclosed copy of it will enable you to judge. 

Secondly.—Another ship the Helena, arrived since the re-establishment of the Custom-house, is 
also at present pam there without having been reported or having undergone any of the formali- 
ties either as regards Ship or Cargo, required by the Port Regulations. :

North. ‘The stoppage in the Peking Ga- 
zettes may lead to all kinds of conjectures, 
but it is useless to hazard many specula- 
tions about the cause—it probably arises 
from the disturbed state of the country 
about the northern capital, which may 
preclude any regular communication with 
the south, The fact, however, of the in- 
terruption of the regular Government 
despatches, is sufficiently significant of 
the embarrassment caused to the functions 
of the old dynasty, by the near approach 
of the Rebels to Peking——and it may, 
possibly, be the cause of cutting off all 
further news from the Capital until, either 
the Insurgents have taken that city or 
else, as the Imperialist generals some- 
times aifticipate, the “robbers are swept 
from the face of the earth.” 


We observe an article in Lawson's Mer- 
chant’s Magazine of Septbr. last, entitled 
‘‘the Chinese Revolution — Prospects, 
Mercantile and Political.” The view taken 
by the writer, in endeavouring to account 
for the progress of the Revolution is cer- 
tainly a novel one, -and to those at all ac- 
quainted with the state of matters here, it 
will furnish an insight into the curious 
ideas of people at home on the subject. 
He says, “ there is reason to believe that 
one cause why the insurgent army has 
progressed so far with comparatively little 
trouble or loss, is, that the great Man- 
darins and Governors being themselves 
utterly corrupt were quite willing to com- 
promise with any armed force, by allow- 
ing them an undisturbed march, and sup- 
plying them with stores and money, on 
condition of being left in possession of 
their own corrupt authority.”” We agree 
with the writer in regard to the uni- 
versal corruption of the authorities, but 
as to their having bribed the insurgents 


only. need the aid of Western science to be 
properly worked ; there are also numerous 
drugs, chemical preparations, &e. These 
with the demand that would be created in 
the interior by a well-disposed govern- 
ment for whatever almost we could sup- 
ply, and to an almost unlimited extent, 
would surely render further openings irfto 
this country of the greatest commercial 
importance. 

On this, however, and indeed on no 
point connected with the movement are 
we inclined largely to speculate. At 
present there is mtich about it altogether 
problematical. Parties who look at it in 
different lights may each have sufficient 
reason for doing so. In that case, it were 
wise in both to be less dogmatical in the 
expression of their opinions, that in the 
end, one or other may be able with better 
grace to acknowledge where in their pre- 
vious ideas they were wrong.

THE CHINESE REVOLUTION. 
Prospects, MERCANTILE AND PoLITIcAL. 
(From Lawson's Merchant's Magazine. ) 


The papers have teemed with romantic details of 
the rebellion, or insurrection, or revolution, in Chi- 


na, and some journalists who areordinarily amongst . 


the most sober and discreet, have indulged their 
fancy in highly-coloured anticipations of the extra- 
ordinary results which are to flow from the meove- 
ment. . Three hundred and fifty millions of Pagans 
are forthwith to be christianised. A field for new 
commerce, the most extinsive and profitable which 
the world ever heard of, is to be thrown open to 
Europeans, but more especially to British enter- 
prise; paternal relations are to be established with 
a people which, scarcely excepting the Japanese, 
have heretofore been the most inhospitable and 
hostile to foreigners;* and one half the human 


* The hostility, by the bye, being by no means con- 
fined, as hath lately been alleged, to the Mandarins, or 
Tartars, or_ruling section, but penetrating all classes, 
down to the very lowest substratum of the “ old Chinese” 
population, as has been, abundantly demostrated by the 
mobs of Canton and other places where Europeans have 
gone amongst them.

have us believe that the insurrection is to be the 
harbinger ofja complete revolution in the social 
systetn of (hina, on certain sanguinary edicts, 
threatening /the total extinction of the whole Mant- 
choo race, Without distinction of sex + age. The 
edicts, if muthentic, would chiefly ‘tend to the 
supposition that the “liberating’’ chiefs are as 
blood-thirsty a combination of ruffians as Asiatic 
depravity could produce. But the truth appears 
to be, that the design is that of intimidation, and 
of preventing opposition—a conjecture materially 
strengthened when we take into consideration that 
the Mandarins who remained quiet still retain their 
authority in the.provinces which some sangujne 
writers call “‘subjugated,’’ but which it would be 
more correct to designate as the provinces whose 
roads were traversed. 

As to the “talkee-talkee’’ reported between 
sapient Sir George Bonham and the confederate 
leaders, its value will be estimated by all who 
know the smoothness with which the races of 
Southern Asia can pass compliments and make pro- 
fessions, so long as it is their object to keep neutral 
or friendly a power which they know to be formid- 
able. Itisnot the first time on which an authorised 
or self-installed representative of England has got 
talked over by subtle barbarians, who alternately 
curse and Jangh at ‘him the moment his back is 
turned. We haveno more faith in the professions 
of these people than we should have in a flattering 
proclamation by the ‘‘Golden-footed monarch,’ 
that Lord Dalhousie was the individual beyond all 
other men on earthly, for whom His Majesty en- 
tertained the most ardent esteem, and that the 
Burmese and the British were the closest friends 
and allies in the world It, would be unfortunate 
if the eredulity and ignorptice of Sir George were 
to give rise toe tins, the fallacy of which 
would be discovered after expensive and trouble- 
some efforts had been made by well-meaning per- 
sons in this country, on the supposition that they 
were accurate. 

We have no desire to trench on the province of 
schélars and divines, with respect to the interest- 
ing question whether the sort of religion—if it can 
be cajled a religion—professed by the leaders of 
the itisurgents, contain any one point of similitude 
to any of the distinctive doctrines of Christianity, 
or whether it be a corrupted corruption of Maho- 
medanism, or merely one of a thousand modifica- 
tions of Pantheistic superstition. If any one of 
our reverend friends conceive the idea that he can 
coax the “liberating king’’ from his couple of 
score wives, and persuade him to settle down to a 


et us take a rational view of the posstor rr 
becoming customers to the extent contemplated 
by some gentlemen of our acquaintance. Consider 
the chronic condition of the Chinese populace. 
Existing hardly and painfally on the extreme 
verge of the limits of subsistence, they have forced, 
fostered, cherished production to the utmost ca- 
pacity of the soil. Every effort and every device 
which unremitting industry and ingenuity can 
apply, have been long in operation, to draw from 
the land a supply of the coarsest food for the 
crowding millions. No room for unlimited im- 
provements here, as in India; no wide expanses 
of territory lying waste, and only awaiting the 
hand of man to spring into superabundant fertility. 
In China, every inch of land is always turned to 
advantage. Praduction has reached its limits. 
The people are skilful, ingenious, persevering ; 
yet they can barely procure-the means of living 
in a fashion the most«sordid and abject. What 
have they to give us in exchange for manufactures ? 
Literally nothing which they do not give us al- 
ready, and so things are likely to continue. Their 
tea? Does any rational being suppose that any 
increase in our consnmption of this article, con- 
sequept on the recent modification of duty, will 
be so considerable as to furnish a margin for a 
perceptible impulse to our manufactures? We 
hope not, for we should regret to see mén of busi- 
ness surrendering themselves to adelusion. Silk? 
Italy is resuming her former position as a silk 
producer. Look where you will, and you will 
find that for years past China has been willing 
and anxious to supply the world with every com- 
modity of native production which the world is 
disposed to take from her. There exist no reliable 
data for expecting an early change in this state of 
matters. If we want new markets, we must seek 
for them elsewhere; in this quarter the “opening ”’ 
for extension is narrow and precarious indeed; 
and a “respected contemporary’’ displayed more 
geographical erudition, than economical, sagacity 
when he learnedly descanted on the facilities to be 
afforded to our enormously increased traffic with 
China, as the prime and principal advantage to 
be derived from his plan of establishing a route 
by the Trawaddy !

CHapter 3.—The Comet—natural productions 
of the island.—A few days after the full of the 
seventh moon, a bright star was seen at night 
in the northwest of great length aud shaped 
like a brush. Dr. Bettelheim asked me if I 
knew what star it was. I asked—is it not a 
comet? or asitis also called “ the straight spear,”’ 
People say‘that such an appearance is a sign of 
war impending. The next day Dr. Bettelheim 
asked me to prepare a document to send to the 
chief minister of state, containing religious in- 
structions. When it was sealed he entrusted it 
to me to take to the local magistrate that it might 
be forwarded. When I saw Maou the magistrate 
in question conversation arose with him and the 
interpreters about the comet. They appealed to 
me “ Teacher, do you know if any good and ill- 
fortune is portended by this star?’ I told him 
what was known of comets in China and the super- 
stitious notions regarding them held by the people. 
Maou was still in doubt and in some anxiety on the 
evils that might follow the appearance of the comet. 
I explained to him that in works on Astronomy it 
was recorded that the ‘‘straight spear’’ was so called 
from its resembling that weapon,* and on this 
account it was supposed to preside over good and 
ill-fortune. Yet this arose merely from the cir- 
cumstance, that astronomers on seeing certain 
forms in the sky, gave descriptions of them with a 
meaning corresponding tothe form. The ancients, 
I added, made use of the stars to augur future 
events. The prediction was sometimes right and 
sometimes wrong. Why so? Evidently because 
good, and evil are sent from heaven in way of re- 
tribution and are called down by men themselves.

In Loochoo pearls are never 
found, as I learned from .old men. None of the 

roductions of Loochoo are of any special value. 

he pork is coarse and disagreeable. The fowls 
are smal] and lean. There are a few goats and 
buffalos. Of geese and ducks there are none. 
The horses are numerous but small. Of water 
animals there are only fish and shrimps, which 
are good; at the time of the high winds however 
they cannot be caught. The vegetables are like 
those of Cliina in form, but differ in taate. Those 
of the turnip class grow harder the longer they 
are boiled, which suppose arises from some 
special quality. The rice is small, swells in 
boiling, and is brownishinecolour. Its not having 
a clear white colour is from its being little used by 
the Loochooans and their not having suitable mor- 
tars to pound it. Their best cloth is black with cross 
stripes and very dear. I examined it carefully 
and do got think it equal to the cloth woven in 
the departwient of Suug-keang, at Nan-seang and 
such places in China. Why then should it be so 
dear? Of fruits, peaches, apricots, plums and 
almonds are all wanting. There are excellent 
coolee oranges, Of water melons there is only the 
red kind; the yellow and white are wanting. The 
sugar cane is red inside, and never has a green skin,

On the 29th August, a steamer entered 
the bay for the purpose of reconnoitering, 
and the following afternoon, two English 
frigates and a steamer, with two French 
frigates and a brig, approached the batte- 
ries, and fired twenty or thirty shots at 
them. Next day the steamer went far- 
ther up the bay, returning to her anchor- 
age in the evening; and in the morning, 
lst September, a fire was opened upon the 
three batteries, of six, seven, and eight 
guns, which were speedily silenced, the 
fortifications nearly destroyed, and part of 
the town injured. The firing ceasea early 
in the day, and the vessels returned to 
their previous position, where they re- 
mained quietly. for three days, the Rus- 


sians in the meanwhile busily repairing 
damages. On the 5th, the firing-recom- 
menced, and a body of about 1000 men 
were landed from the fleet, and drove the 
Russians from one of the batteries.

duct ; for besides other proof that foreign- 
ers have not thereby improved their con- 
dition, we have the published testimony 
of the senior British Naval Officer on the 
station, that the “ foreign settlement” was 
brought into “a critical position through 
the collision with the iniperialists.” Any 
material advantage that has been subse- 
quently obtained must have been by the 
strong hand, more like free-bvoting on, 
the part of the takers than of free-will on/ 
the part of the granters. 

The Chamber of Commerce gives its 
opinion that,— 

“The enforcement of back duties . . . would 
be injustice to holders of Chinese produce ship 
under the Provisional Rules, which in many in- 
stances has been sold of upon the faith of Mr 
(Under Secretary) Hammond’s letter that no du- 
ties would be paid, and on which most severe, 
losses must be sustained if the duties are here- 
after to be claimed.” 

In its zeal to urge this practical point, 
the Chamber has fallen into some confu- 
sion of ideas as well as of language. It 
may be from ignorance of mercantile phra- 
seology that we cannot comprehend wh 
those who have “sold off” should be 
spoken of .as ‘holders ;” but one thing 
we do understand is, that the Provisional 
Regulations assumed that the duties would 
be demanded; yet notwithstanding large 
speculative purchases were made in China, 
upon the calculation that the duties would 
not be paid ; and it is not only possible, but 
by no means unlikely, that the reasons 
for thinking so were communicated to 
some of the “ holders” before they ** suld

the documents exacted, and, as specifying the 
particulars of prodace imported or exported, 
necessarily fdrmed the data upon which the Pro- 
missory Notes were based. 

The tenor therefore of Lord Clarendon’s in- 
structions, even as regards the portion of the 
documents returned, has not been carried out. 
And the period arbitrarily fixed by Sir John 
Bowring for this return of the partial securities, 
is, this Chamber considers, equally in violation 
both of the spirit and letter of such instructions. 
The time for which Promissory Notes have been 
returned extends from the taking of the City, to 
the 9th February, when a Chinese Custom-house 
was temporarily re-established, and continued to 
exercise its nominal functions for a short time. 
In consequence however of its complete incapa- 
city to collect the duties with even a show of 
regularity or impartiality, it was again abolished 
on the 28th March, by the Foreiga Consuls re- 

ssuming the position of Collectors of Customs by 
romissory Notes—from which time all control 
Broce ey mn on the part of the Chinese Go- 
vernment ceased until the 12th July last. As, 
therefore, the Chinese were in no better position

20 to 30 during the bombardment on the 
30th August, and 30 killed with 40 (among 
whom were 3 officers) wounded in the 
last attack,—the whole Russian force con- 
sisting of only about 1000. men.

Much of this story looks improbable, the 
more so as it winds up with the deaths of 
both the English and French Admirals— 
the former the day after bis arrival at 
Petropaulski, the latter from the effects of 
an accident.

Tue British and, we may suppose, the 
American Plenipotentiaries, have returned 
to Shanghae from: their ineffectual at- 
tempt to visit Peking. That they would 
succeed was not believed, except by very 
sanguine people, and the most that was 
looked for was what occurred,—a cour- 
teous reception by some high officers of 
the Chinese government at the mouth of 
the Peiho, and a promise that proposals 
for a revision of the Treaties would be 
considered.

The excuse for non-payment of duties 
was at first the “stoppage of trade” con- 
sequent on the disturbed state of the coun- 
try,—an allegation partly true as regarded 
imports, but not as regurded trade gene- 
rally, for altogether that of Shanghae was 
greater than in any previous year since 
the port was opened to foreign intercourse. 


But after a scurvy mob—whom Tae-ping 
Wang and the Nanking Rebels have all 

long refused to acknowledge—got posses- 
ion of the city of Shanghae, and the 

ustomn-house in the centre of “the for- 
eign gettlement” was sacked by others, in 
open day and under the noses of foreigners, 
—whose eyes, it was thought, might have 
detected the perpetrators,—new pretences 
were set up, and supported by H. B. M.'s 
Consul, for suspending payment of the 
duties,—that there was no Custom-house, 
and that there was no protection for life 
or property. But the authorized collector 


of Customs stil) claimed the duties, while 
a British force kept him out of his pre- 
mises ; and non-payment was most vehe- 
mently urged by those who now call the 
duties an “unjust and partially levied 
tax.” The tariff did not make them “* un- 
just,” and,that they were “ partially le- 
vied ” was mainly the result of the indefa- 
tigable exertions of foreign merchants to 
secure the advantage which smuggling 
gave them over others less sharp or more 
conscientious. If by such means the ex- 
action of duties operated unjystly, the

Taciturn and calm, courteous 
et firm, he has shewn in diplomacy the same 
termination which has marked his profes- 
mal career, It was a sight not easily to be 
faced from the mind of the beholders, when the 
r-steamers entered upon the inner waters of 
span, and came to an anchorage in the Bay of 
Yedo. There was something in that spectacle 
vhich carried the imagination forward upon the 
vings of time. In that event there was a 
guarantee and a pledge, not so much of the phy- 
cal superiority of the West over the long- 
tationary nations of the East, as of the contact 
fnew elements of mind and the juxta-position 
of new and unwonted influences of moral strength, 
nding to harmonize, cement, and assimilate the 
tipodes of humanity and the opposite poles of 
Anglo-Saxon and Barbaric civilization. Japan 
enters upon this new phase of her national ex- 
istence with many historical precedents to guide 
ud to warn her rulers in the new exigency.

Hut Siu-tshuen said, * Yesterday I yielded to the 
wishes of men, but-to-day I follow the rule of heaven.” 
Hereupon he deposed Moo from his office, and ap- 
pointed Kiang A-si to be inspector of the ground. 
Mo» dared not to oppose this decision, or think of 
revenging himself, but he even sent the usual pre- 
sents of honour and respect to Hung. Among his 
own clansmen, Siu-tshuen introduced the use of nine 
wooden rods for chastising evil doers, and upon each 
rod the five punishable offences were written,— 


Meat the adulterers, 

Beat the female seducers. 

Beat the disobedient to parents. 

Beat thieves, robbers, and gamblers. 
5, Beat all vagabonds plotting evil. 

These rods were given to the headmen of the 
families, but afterwards when Siu-tshuen had left for 
K wang-si, an uncle of his collected the rods ‘and 
threw them into the river, saying,“ Why should we 
be subject to his rule? During his stay at Hwa- 
hien, he was generally respected and feared by all 
males as well as females, who however felt often 
rather uneasy at his severe admonitions. 

When he met with relatives or neighbours, he 
often exposed and blamed their sinful conduct, and 
exhorted them to believe in the true doctrine. 
Though he did not separate himself from his former 
friends and relatives, yet they could not feel so inti- 
mate wi h him as before. Often when he came home 
from a visit to such friends, who would not yield to 
his exhortations and believe in his, doctrines, he used 
to sa\— 

** Those who believe not in the true doctrine of God and 
Jesus, though they be old acquaintances, are still no friends 
of mine, but they are demons, On the other hand, all who 
believe in the doctrine of God and Jesus, are true brethren 
of Heaven and true friends. If they do not believe my 
words, every one must go his own way ; I cannot bring them 
into heaven, and they shall not draw me tohell. If my 
own parents, ‘my wife and children, do not believe, I cannot 
feel united with them, how much less with other friends ! 
Only the heavenly friendship is true, all other is false. A 
short happiness ix not areal one ; only eternal happiness can 
be calledreal. What others gain, they cannot impart to 
me; and what I gain, I cannot share with them. I only 
desire that very many may enter into heaven, and grieve 
that they should go to hell. Therefore I cannot withhold 
preaching to them the true ductrine,” 


In his discourses, DSiu-tshnen shewed from the 
classical books what was true and wrong in the 
Chinese phjlosophy, and exhorted every one to re- 
ceive the true. He endeavoured to rouse people 
from their lethargy and religious indifference, by 
holding forth to them the sure hope of everlasting 
happiness. He had favourite stanzas or expressions, 
which he often repeated in order to impress them 
upon the memory of the hearers. 

Siu-tshuen often used to praise the doctrines of 
Christianity, but, added he,— 

** Too much patience and humility do not suit our presen, 
times, for therewith it would be impossible to manage thi, 
perverted generation.” 

If any one disputed with him, he often became 


excited, and said,— 


** This man has lost his conscience, he‘ forgets the great 
mercies of God, transzresses the holy commandments, and 
despises the merits of Christ. I really exert myself to teach 
and instruct you carefully, and you treat the matter frivo- 
lously. You are indeed of mean descent, you are really 
seduced by the devil; this is in fact to have happiness, but 
not be willing to enjoy the same.” 

tie also said,— ; 


**The scholars of these days do not distinguish be- 
tween the true and the false, between the currect and the 
corrupt. Fortune-telling, physiognomy, geomancy, and 
other arts, are considered as trne, though they are 
indeed only so many different means of support to those who 
practise them. The owre intelligent scholars dare not con- 
fess the truth, although they know it, the less informed are 
unable to discern the same. Themselves blind and per- 
verted, \ hey teach a corrupt doctrine ; the whole wurid lies 
entangled in the net of the devil. They cannot rid them- 
selves from vain desire after riches and honours. They seek 
a short happiness, as if it were everlasting. They strive for 
the things of the world, and forget the heavenly objects. 
But in seeking after happiness, they take the devil into their 
house. They think of heaven, and go down to hell. They 
wish for peace, but they get no peace. They desire bliss, 
but attain no bliss Such is this self-sufficient, self-conceited, 
and haaghty generation, which only covets riches and 
honours. They think that the idols assist them in attaining 
such happiness, or that heaven is favouring them ; and they 
do not know that heaven often bestows riches and prosperity 
even upon the wicked, but that the holy ones are perfected 
by much sorrow and tribulation.”

nature of the diseases. which are peculiar to’ those 
latitudes. Nothing, however, can equal the ignorance 
of Dr James Campbell in this respect, except his 
apparent ignorance of a disease which is common to 
the whole world. No man who ever saw a fully 
developed case of * Scurvy ” could possibly mistake it 
for one of Beri beri. The attempt to distinguish 
“Sea Scutvy ” fiom scurvy on din is pure im- 
hecility. The diagnosis of scurvy is the same every 
where. The spongy condition of the gums, the pe- 
techial discolouration of the skin, the breaking out of 
old ulcers, the effusion of the fibrinous portion of the 
blood between the muscles, expecially those of the 
legs and thighs—these are the unmistakeable symp- 
toms of scorbutic affection. The Beri beri, on the 
other hand, is nothirg less than a form of acute 
dropsy, accompanied by a remarkable paralysis of 
the legs and arms; and these symptoms have been 
remarkably developed in all the Chinese patients 
transferred from the Epsom to the Hospital. It is 
an Asiatic disease, described centuries ago by Bonetus. 
Its Asiatic name is derived from a word signifying 
“ sheep,” in consequence of the peculiar gait assumed 
by a patient suffering from it, which is said to re- 
semble the walk of that animal, Its great charac- 
teristic is Anasarca, which speedily spreads through- 
out ail the cellular tissues, and occupies the cavities 
of the lungs, chest, and pericardium, destroying life, 
as the ordinary Dropsy of the chest does, by sup- 
pressing the action of the heart, No wonder Dr 
Campbell fuund his poor dying betrayed patients ex- 
claiming, that “ the water had gone into their hearts !" 
The water did go into their hearts; and the mis- 
fortune was, that the person who was employed to 
sustain the action of these hearts, knew no more 
what was the matter with them than he did of the 
moon. And he is not ashamed to declare his igno- 
rance to the world. In his simplicity he had never 
heard of such a disease as Beriberi, although he took 
upon himself the duties of a medical man on board a 
vessel which was to be the abode for three or four 
months of a number of people to whom the malady 
was peculiar, and although the same malady had been 
treated of for centuries, and was to be read of in 
every work on Asiatic diseases. 

The letter addressed by the House Surgeons of 
the Public Hospital to the Journal yesterday, in 
answer to Dr Campbell's production of the previous 
Saturday, was the least he could expect from them. 
They have sufficiently replied to his miserable attem} t 
to fix his own ignorance on them ; but we join those 
gentlemen heartily in the hope expressed by them, 
that for the future, if Chinese immigration is to go on 
successfully in this island, the medical officers selected 
to discharge the important professional duties ne- 
cessary on board the vessely employed in their 
transport, should at least have some professional 
acquaintance with the diseases of those whose con- 
stitutions are to be the subject of their care. 


To the Editor of the * Morning Journal.” 

Sra,—W ould you allow.me space in your Journal, 
to explain a matter in reference to the deaths of the 
Chinese emigrants on board the ship /psom, of which 
I am Surgeon Superintendent, which involves matters 
most serious to myself. 

In my journal, it is reported by me that the deaths 
resulted from Scurvy—*“ Sea Scurvy "—a disease 
which no man but a sea-faring man knows anything 
about. 

I was perfectly ignorant of this disease until I 
learned it practically ; I have had it myself, I was 
145 days at sea, on half-allowance for 48 days, 
There above the half of our crew who are all South 
Sea men they say it is “ Sea Séarvy.” The Chinese 
sailors, fer we carried some of them, say it is “ Sea 
Scurvy.” The Mandarin calls it by name. Since I 
arrived, or speaking more strictly, since the 3lst, I 
have lost none yet in the hospital, up to the cor- 
responding date on whieh. they) left our ship the 
hospital had Jost eleven. The treatment of “ Sea 
Scurvy * is abundance of vegetables—abundance of 
good food. The Chinese have complained through 
Wang-to-Chang to the Immigration Agent-General 
that they have not had enough of food—quantity and 
quality, and that their constitutions was different from 
those of this co'ony. I understand that the profes- 
sion here has discovered that the cause of the deaths 
on board the Epsom-is a new disease, called Berri 
Berri. 


I never heard of such a name before; it is a new.

terrid'e as sure. At breakfast, his tea, coloured (as 
it commonly is) with Prussian blue, ehromate of lead, 
or carbonate of copper, adds to the already poisonous 
nature of the water with which it is combined, His 
bread, if he reside in London, is certainly adul- 
terated with alum, not improbably with plaster of 
Paris or sand ; his beer with coculus indicus, grains of 
paradise, qnassia,&c, Those gerkins, of emerald hue, 
that appear so innocent, and consequently so tempting, 
in their prismatic jar, owe their seductive beauty to 
one of the deadliest poisons in all the range of chemis- 
try.. The verdant apricots in that tart are attractive 
from the same baneful cause. The anchovy paste pro- 
duced contemporaneously withthe cheese, if analysed, 
would be found to consist of an amalgam of decayed 
sprats, Venetian red, and red lead : nay, that double 
Gloucester itself is not free from contamination : its 
colour is due to annatto, and that annatto bas been 
compounded of red lead, chrome, and ochre. The oil in 
that salad has possibly come from Paris, where incre 
dible quantities are manufactured at the knacker's 
yard! whole careases of horses being there boiled 
down, the fat is resolved into its component stearine 
and elaine ;, the former being converted into candles, 
and the latter into olive oil. —New Quarterly Review.

tshuen, and Origin of the Kwang-si Insurrection ;* 
By the late Rev. Tnropone Hampene, of the 
Basle Evangelical Society.” 

Hung's Character, Conversation, and Discourses. 
From his youth, Hung-Siu-tshuen was generally 
d by all, because of bis open and straightforward 
ter. He was gay and friendly, but not dis- 
lute. Being superior in talent to most of his fellow- 
dents, he often used to make sport of them, and 
saueed them to feel his sharp wit ; but still his friends 
re foud of listening to his remarks, as they gene- 
ly contained true and noble i deas, and acknow- 
iged his superior intellect. After his sickness in 
year 1837, his whole person became changed, his 
manners noble and dignified. He sat erect upon the 
hair, his hands placed upon his knees, and Loth his 
t resting a little apart, but never crossed upon the 
mand, without leaning back wards or to either side ; 
nd though sitting for hours, he never appeared 
tigued. He did not look aslant or backwards ; his 
pace in walking was dignified, neither quick nor 
»w ; he now spoke less and laughed seldom. Many 
ho observed him, ridiculed his manners, finding his 
pent strange and curious. After he had 
run to worship God, he was very strict in regard 
» his own conduct. In hia words he was often 
s, and easily offended others. He liked to sit 
own and talk with honest and sincere men, though 
hey were ever so poor and of low estate, but he 
ould not bear with the profligate, even if they were 
so rich and high in station. In his native 
illage, two men who were discovered to have com- 
nitted adultery, so much dreaded the severe censure 
Siu-tshuen, that they absented themselves for 
years. A man of bad character, named Moo, 
been appointed inspector of the ground by ten 
erent villages.

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THE EMIGRANT SHIP EPSOM. 
( From the Colonial Standard and Jamaica 
Despatch, August 16. ) 

The lamentable mortality among the Chinese on 

board te Hpsom has been a source of extreme regret 
on many accounts. Ina merely material sense the 
loss of 15 per cent, on a small number of Immigrants, 
obtained with much difficulty and after great lapse 
of time, is greatly to be regretted, whilst the fact, car- 
ried back as it will be to the homes and relatives of 
those who are among the dead, must create a degree 
of alarm calculated to deter others from embark ing 
on so perilous a voyage. 
« One of the very first considerations to which the 
Government Agents in China, or elsewhere, should 
look in making requisite provision for the comforts 
and safety of passengers embarking as Emigrants, 
should be the efficiency of the Medical Officer. It is 
quite clear that in the case of the Epsom this consi- 
deration was entirely lost sight of. No one who 
reads the published letters of the individual who de- 
scribes himself as * Sirgeon Superintendant”™ of the 
Epsom, can fail to see that he is totally unfit to be 
entrusted with the lives of so large a number of per- 
sons as were unfortunately placed under his charge. 
The communication bearing his signature in Saturday's 
Morning Journal, which we publish in this day's im- 
pression, not only exhibits gross ignorance in a pro- 
fessional point of view, bat in a literary aspect is un- 
worthy of any one pretending to the position of a pro- 
fessional man. We might pardon the latter de- 
ficiency, but the former cannot be treated with the 
same lenienency. 

Dr Campbell, it seems, chose to treat the unfortu- 
nate Chinese who were taken ill on board the Epsom, 
for Scurvy —* Sea Seurvy”—for he draws a nice dis- 
tinction between scurvy on land and on the water, 
which, so far as we have ever read, or learnt, is un- 
known to science. No wonder that forty of them 
died within fourteen days of the termination of their 
voyage, and that upwards of fifty more were trans- 
ferred, many of them in a hopeless condition, to the 
— Hospital, on the Epsom’s arrival in this har- 

ur. 

To those who have not studied the pathology of 
human disease as a profession, maladies which are al- 
together climaterial, or peculiar to certain latitudes, 
may well be unknown. To medical men, however, 
who take upon themselves the charge of human life in 
these latitudes, the least that can be required of them 
is, that they should have some acquaintance with the 


lost 11—and out of 270, since the 31st July, I have

I was present at the post mortem inspection of one 
of those that died in the hospital. I observed no 
organic disorganisation—the blood was as I expected 
to find it. 

In my report, that my own attention was directed 
to this disease as being definitely Scurvy—_by the 
Chief Officer and Tom Jones, sthe oldest seaman on 
board: and that I overhauled the whole ship, found 
the disease to be Scurvy, and so insidious in its ap- 
pearance, that had it not been that I was myself 
affected with it, and having the testimony of aged 
and intelligent seamah, I might have believed it to 
have been Berri Berri, if I ever had heard of such a 
disease, which I knew not of until I tonched Jamaica. 
When I was a young man, I was a great discoverer 
of new diseases and new remedies. I had a remedy 
for every disease; -but alas, alas, experience has 
told me. [ What ?] 

Mr Editor, my object of intruding to sach a length, 
is, should it be reported to the home authorities that 
these Chinese are subject to a disease of such enor- 
mous mortality—a new disease incurable, who will 
venture to bring them? What colony. will send for 
them ? What planter will take them ?—I am, with

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The question submitted for my determination by the annexed correspondence is simply 
whether Import, Export and Tonnage Duties alleged to be due and owing by Ame- 
rican Citizens on Vessels and Merchandise at the Port of Shanghai after the 7th 
September, 1853, shall he paid to the Chinese Superintendent of Customs. 


The authority in virtae of which such duties are claimed, we find in the Treaty 
hetween’ China and the United States commonly Rnown as the Treaty of Wang Hyia. 

This Treaty in its second article stipulates that duties shall be paid as prescribed 
therein, the "Tariff forming part of the Treaty furnishes the rate, and subsequent 
articles, provide the mode and manner of ascertaining and paying, as also the coin or 
metal in which the sae shall be paid. 

To secure the full enjoyment of the rights, and the fulfilment of the reciprocal 
obligations secured and imposed by the Treaty, Citizens of the United States are 
subjected to the jurisdiction of their own authorities, and these latter are associated 
with the authorities of China, in the execution of the Treaty. 

Was this Treaty in existence and force after the Tth September, 1853? If so 
there can be little question, that duties were legally due and owing by Citizens of 
the United States. 

The flagrant misconduct of the authorities of China, in a perverse and wilfal viola- 
tion of its provisions might have called for retaliation on the part of the authorities 
of the’ United States, and for the time being, the Treaty thus abrogated on one side, 
would not have been enforced on the other; so too an overwhelming vecessity might 
have prevénted the autliofities of either or both countries from performing efficiently 
their respective duties; these are questions which shall be coysidered in their proper 
place, with some examination into the new obligations that may be created for gov- 
ernments or individuals, by such extraordinary contingencies; whether resulting 
from the wilful misconduct of the public authorities of either country, or from an 
overruling necessity. | 

I will first consider the actyal state of political affairs, which existed ‘here at that 
tinve, and which miy be supposed to huve affected the political relations of China 
and the United States. ° 

On tlie Tth September, 1853, an insurrection took place in the City of Shanghai, 
which overthrew the Imperial Authorities, and left the City in possession of the [n- 
siirgents, and on the morning of the same dav, the Chinese Custom-house within the 
Foreign settlement a mile distant from the City, was pillaged; and Foreign Troops 
took possession of the Foreign settlement. 

On this seventh day of September, there was in the Port of Shanghai, eleven 
American vessels, on which the import and tonnage duties had been noted and re- 
corded by the Tiipeérial Superintendent of Customs, amounting to Thirty seven 
Thousand five hundred and fourteen Taels. 

On the 20th September, Commissioner Marshall made known to the Viceroy of 
the Liang Kiawg Provinces, that the City of Shanghai was in possession of an ex- 
asperated and armed mob, and the Imperial Authorities had abandoned the City and 
néighbourhood; He, the Commissioner held the Imperial Government. responsible 
fo¥ all losses that might be incurred by American Citizens, in consequence of this 
tivil disorder, and meanwhile although he would not detain American ships in the 
Port of Shanghai, yet previous to their departure, he pledged himself, that he would 
take the obligations of the Shippers payable to the Chinese Superintendent of Cus- 
toms, for diities Ale and owing under the Treaty between China and the United 


‘States! The Coimmissioner further demanded that a military force should be dis- 


patched by the Viceroy to protect the lives and property of American Citizens. 
- ‘On the 8th October, the Viceroy replied to the United States’ Commissioner, and 
informed him that-a military force had been dispatched to Shanghai, to maintain the 
Imperial Authority, and protect the Chief Superintendent of Civil Affairs, Woo ; 
These Troops arrived before the City of Shanghai, and closely besieged the Insurgent 
forces as ear both Tth September, - ey 

. period, the trade of Shanghai was entirely stopped ; detachments of the 
Rebel force in possession of the City, pillaging the surrounding country, and robb- 


ing all who’ fell in with them; the Foreign settlement being still defended by For-

The Insurgent forces within the walls at this time, were without any connection 
whatever with the Rebels at Nanking, or with the population proper of Shanghai, 
more than three fourths of whom-had already fled to the interior. 

Without the walls of the City, beseiging it on all sides, except on that adjoining 
the Foreign Settlement, 10,000 (Ten Thousand) Imperial troops were encamped, 
commanded by Keih; snd -on the water side, the City was besieged by a fleet of 
small vessels, which from time to time was increased and maintained what may be 
leemed an effective blockade. 

In connection with the foregoing series of facts, Woo made known to the Am- 
erican Vice-Consul, his return to Shanghai and readiness to resume his duties from 
and after the 9th October. Correspondence took place between the United States’ 
Vice-Consul and the United States’ Commissioner; and the latter notified Aiferican 
Merchants, and the Imperial Authorities, that fram and after the 28th October, the 
Imperial Custom-house would be duly recoguised by the Authorities of the United 
States. 

The British Authorities refused to recognise the Imperial Cnstom-house, and hy 
compulsion enforced upon the Imperial Authorities, a. submission. to those pro- 
visional rules; under. which British Ships had entered and cleared the Port of Shaug- 
hai sinte the 7th September; and in virtue of which, promissory notes were received 
in payment of duties instead of coin or sycee silver. American Merchants with the 
acquiescence of the Imperial Authorities and the United States’ Vice-Consul, at 
Shanghai, claimed the benefit and privilege of entering and-clearing: their ships. in 
like manner, 

During this period of time other irregularities in the administration of the Custom- 
house occurred ; especially may be noted the case of the Austrian ship Robert which 
cleared without the paymeut of any duties whatever. 

The United States’ Commissioner took great exception to the continuance of this 
provisional system, insisted upon by the Authorities of Great Britain; and demand- 
ed that all irregniarities should be prevented by the Imperial Authorities, and that 
all duties should be paid in money. These views of the United States’, Commiis- 
sioner were made known to the Consuls of the other Treaty Powers, who refused to 
require of their countrymen that the duties should be paid in money ; whereupon the 
United States’ Vice-Consul on the 20th Jannary, 1894, acting under the instructions 
of the United States’ Commissioner, declared Shanghai a free Port for American 
Ships and their cargoes. 

On the 8th February in conjunction with the Consuls of Great Britain and France, 
he recognised the Chinese Custom-house, and the Merchants, of these three Coun- 
tries, were required by their respective Consuls to pay duties in Cash; which state 


of things continued yntil the period when a Bremen Ship called the Aristid?cleared 
from this Port irregularly ; upon a promise to pay half duties at some future thug, 


and upon certain impossible conditions; soon after this irregularity, the ships of al 
nations cleared from the Port of Shanghai, without paying duties in money. 

From the 7th September, 1853, the Foreign Settlement was under the protection 
of the naval Forces of Great Britain, France and the. United States, with the consent 
more or less voluntary of the Imperial Authorities, and without any decided. opposi- 
tion from those in possession of the City. 

China is entitled to the same independence and freedom from Foreign. interference 
as any other nation, and our title to be here at all engaged in commerce, is the 
Treaty or compact, made between onr respective Governments; our first enquiry 
should be to kuow how that Treaty is affected by the quasi revolution that is now 
progressing in China; a branch of which has had effect in the City of Shanghai. 

No revolution, partial or complete, ean affect a Treaty between the government of 
the country where a revolution has. been effected, and the Foreign government with 
whom a Treaty has been made, The revolution may change the goverment. or 
municipal constitution. of a state, but it cannot sig the state or nation; or affect 
the obligations which the state, or nation owes to other states and hations 5 ; therefore, 
when a revolution is progressing in a country, other states and nations: may remain 
indifferent aud neutral, ‘Spectators, continuing to, treat the ancient or original Vern - 
ment as, sovereign, and the revolutionary. party. or body, as a government de facto 
whenever it may succeed in. guar itself, as a society of “entitled tled to ip 
rights of war against its enemy., (If it be desirable, there is nothing immoral, in 
espousing the cause of whichever aad is Licedied pay Jui tice on its si

whose Citizens or subjects are considering their obligations and relations to it, Courts 
of Justice and private individuals are bound to cousider tte ancient state of things 
as remaining unaltered. __, 

Practical neutrality, consists:in giving. no military assistance to either contending 
party——if given to either, it is mo neutrality——though equal assistance may be given 
to both; unless there be a previous. stipulation to give assistance to either party ; 
then the other party cannot complain; but this only refers to such assistance as re- 
lates to war, In what. does not relate to war, neutrality may. be preserved, if the 
assistance given to one party, is given also to the other; unless as in the case of 
military assistance, it be given in virtue, ofa previously existing Treaty stipulation, 
when it can be given. tothe oneside only, that is:entitled by Treaty to receive it. 

It is not now a question, as to whether we should give military assistance to 
either party at Shanghai, Imperialists or Rebels; therefore, we wil not consider 
whether any such obligation is imposed upon us by Treaty between China and the 
United States ; (without such Treaty obligation, it would be manifestly improper to 
do so.) But the Treaty between China and the United States, requires that duties 
should be paid to the Imperial Government;.such duties might be deemed, pecuniary 
aid and assistance, and they are claimed by. the Imperial Government in’ virtue of 
Treaty, stipulations ; and inthis connection, it must be considered to what extent 
the Imperial Authority was: overthrown, and how the obligation to pay duties under 
the Treaty, would be affected by such overthrow, partial or complete, 

That these duties were required by)the Treaty, will not be questioned, and no ex- 
isting revolution in. China, can relieve American Citizens from. their obligations to 
pay duties to the Imperial. Government, until that) Goverument is overthrown ; in 
which case, if anew. de facto government is established in. its stead, the duties will 
be due and owing to that. government;,-which, will be bound in its turn to all the 
obligations. imposed: by.the Treaty.on the present: Imperial Government. Or again, 
the Imperial Government might be overthrown, and no government ‘whatever, esta- 
blished in, its stead; the Empire crumbling into sections and every where anarchy 
and disorder, taking. the place of organized government... A case not at all unlikely 
to be presented for our consideration, before we are relieved from the present embar- 
rassments, caused by the domestic strife now raging. 

When. therefore, | proceed to, enquire, how far the Imperial government was over- 
thrown.at Shanghai, on and after the 7th September, and how far the obligation to 
pay duties would be affected by, such overthrow; it is. only in view. of this: last con - 
tingency, that I would consider the facts at all important, in alegal view of the case ; 
for though the Imperial government was completely, overthrown, I should not think 
the obligations to pay duties was, abrogated; the only effect of. this would be to 
transfer the right to receive the duties from the old government to the new de facto 
power; if the overthrow was only: partial, and the revolution continuing the obliga- 
tion fixed in the Treaty, with the existing sovereignty, of the Country, is absolute ; 
and the revolitionary party, could not, complain of duties being thus'paid. The 
authorities are so clear on this point, that as a legal question it would be a waste of 
time to dwell upon it, 

But although. thus clear asa legal question, many. facts and circumstances may 
exist in the ease, that constitute an intelligent and equitable ground on which Citi- 
z-ns of the United States might resist the demand of the Imperial government for 
duties, since 7th September, 1853. Sa a state of facts might have existed, when 
the third contigency referred to, would have oceurred, and all political relations be- 
tween China and the United States, would be dissolved; owing to the anarchy aud 
disorder that might for the, time being, overwhelm al) palitical power and, authority 
in the. Chinese Empire ; leaving our people. without protection ,or the, presence of 
Imperial officers to exercise the necessary functions of Civil government; In such 
a case, the question, of duties and the . Treaty itselfj. would be,in abeyance, and the 
Authorities of the United States i in China,. might; well confine themselves to. the de- 
fence and protection of the lives and property. of their people. |

. Authorities; by referring’ to the uncertainty that surrounded the case, and to the 
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reasonable doubt, as to whether the Imperial Authorities would return; the neces- 
sity thus imposed on the United States to defénd and protect their pedple’ at Shang- 
hai, might have been. urged as a teason why the’ United States governinent should 
not pay these duties; but it could not constitute’a reason why the Merchant should 
not pay, so long as the Legislative and Executive power of his goVerniient, recoy- 
nised the government of China, and assumed the .power of protecting the lives and 
property of American Citizens engaged in trade at this port. 

In no event could they ¢elaim to be released from the obligation to pay duties, un- 
less the Authorities of the United States in their disctetion representing the executive 
braneh of the Government, ignored the Treaty, assiiming that atarch¥ and disorder 
prevailed, to an extent which left the Treaty in abeyanée ; ‘or that the wiffal thiseon - 
duct of the Authorities of China, justified them in permitting Ainerican ships to de- 
part homeward, without waiting for evidence that duties had been paid. When the 
case arose,’ by this action of the Atithorities of the United States, the responsibility 
was transferred from the Merchant to the Goverment of the Vnited Stites, and it 
would then become 4 question between the two governments, 

When the Authorities of the United States should take such action, is a question 
for their discretion to determine, avd not to bé forced upoti them by the opinion or 
judgment of others ; and cannot of itself affect the ‘obligation that really does or does 
not exist to pay duties, for this is to be determined by the existence or non-existence 
of the’ Treaty. It metely transfers the responsibility from the Merchant tb the 
United States Government, and that responsibility reverts back to the Merchant 
unless the Government approves the action of the Authorities; while it beeoines, « 
political question between the two Goveriments, if the action of the Autliorities of 
the United States is sanctioned by their own Government. 

As a legal question, therefore, T am of epinion, that dutfes were <dne ‘nd owing 
by American Merchants after the 7th September, 1853, to the Imperial Government ; 
and that they have continued to be due and owing from that day to the present, as 
the Executive and Legislative branches of the Government of the United States, 
continue to recognise the Imperial Government with whom the Treaty of Wang Hyta 
was contracted as still it existence, 

These general principles seem to have been comprehended and accepted by the 
Merchants of the United States at Shanghai, “after the’ 7th September, 1853. They 
claimed it, as their rensonable privilege to clear their ships without payment of duties, 
for the reason, that the Chinese Imperial’ Government was completely overthrown, 
and incapable of performing its duties and obligations under the Treaty, They con- 
sidered that all political organization, which had previously existed was at an end, 
and that no new authority had heen established capable of teplacing it; In such a 
state of anarchy and disorder, they looked to the Authorities of the United Suites for 
protection for their lives and: property, and claimed the privilege of clearing their 
ships, without regard to the political power of the Chinese Empire. They urged 
other views of an equitable character, which entitled them in their judgement, for the 
time being, to an exemption from the Treaty obligation, to pay duties -—these con- 
siderations were itivolved in specific allegations impeaching the capacity and integrity 
of the Authorities of the Imperial Government. 

The Authorities of the United States were of opinion that the ifsnrrection in the 
City of Shanghai, and the temporary occupation of the surrounding Country, did not 
constitute a case which authorized them to consider the Imperial Government over- 
thrown ; to such an extent, as would jiistify them in atkiowledgeing, those who held 
possession of the City of Shanghai, as capable of establishing a governinent de facto, 
that could be recognised by them, nor did they feel themselves Justified in accepting 
the view taken by American Merchants, that all politica! authority was overthrown, 
and ‘the Treaty itself in abeyance. 

Although the Authorities of the United States were thas sind to declare the 
Treaty in abeydtice, by the events of the 7th September, 1853, they were not insen- 
sible to the’ difficulties that sdrrotinded ‘them ; as appears: from the correspondence 
then had with American Mefchanits and ‘the action taken by them in'the premises. 
They considered the Treaty still in force; and as an abstract question, the datiés still 
due; but while they conceded this point in’ favor of the Tmperial hee Jutta and 
acknowledged their own obligations under the Treaty, to tiaintain their tha ction, 
civil and driminal; over American Merchants in biter they absolved’ he veri 
ment of the United States from all es sibility tone “og Ad payment of Ba 
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T shall treat the question somewhat differently in passing upon it, by virtue of the 
annexed correspondence: I have considered with attention all the suggestions made 
to me by the parties interested; whether looking to a partial or entire exemption 
from the obligation to pay duties at this. Port; so I have heard and duly weighed 
the plea of the Superintendent of Customs, under the Treaty between China, and 
the United States, in belalf of the Chinese Government; and without recapitulating 
at length the pleading on either side, I shall refer to some of the principal grounds, 
on which the claim for an exemption or abatement in favor of American Merchauts 
is placed : and in this connection indicate the award it is my duty to render in the case. 

It is urged that a want of reasonable diligence and care, on the part of the Autho- 
tities of China, was the proximate and immediate cause of the revolt and insurrection 
at Shanghai; and therefore, all the damage incurred by Merchants in trade at this 
Port, in consequence of the political disorder here oecurring, should be charged to 
the Imperial Government. Such @ principle is nowhere recognised in determining 
the relation of States to each other, or in enforcing their reciprocal obligations. 
There is no. analogy in the case stated, that because American Merchants are held to 
an accountability, for what an enlightened judgement may define as reasonable dili- 
gence, that therefore the Chinese Government should be held responsible for this 
same standard of reasonable diligence and capacity on the part of its public officers. 
In relations. between States, each is responsible for acting up to its own standard and 
capacity, and though you might have an express compact, between two Governments 
that each shonld assume certain obligations, all that is implied thereby is that each 
should exert its own particular capacity to fulfil that obligation. One might be 
strong and powerful and abundantly able to do so, the other might be feeble and 
unenlightened ; aid in the hour of trial be found quite incapable ; and whether such 
incapacity resulted from inherent defects in the constitution of the Government, or 
in the want of capacity on the part of Public Officers, and individuals composing the 
nation, would not be material. All that is justly required, between nations, is that 
the political power possessed by a government shiat] be honestly exerted, to maintain 
the Treaty obligations it has contracted. Before the analogy in question has any 
force, we must pass, from the consideration of reasonable care and diligence to what 
would be the order of responsibility when wilful misconduct and bad faith, were the 
cause of difficulty and disorder. In such a case, the responsibility of individuals 
and States is nearly the same. 

These suggestions have some connection with another principal plea, derived from 
the reciprocal character of thé Treaty, which while it demands duties from the 
American Merchants, requires full protection for their lives and property from the 
Chinese Government: I pass over this plea for the present, because the question 
proper, to make, in this connection, will be a demand by the Government of the 
United States on the Chinese Government, either in its own behalf, or for the repay- 
ment of money expended by individnals in defence of their property, and for in- 
demnity on behalf of the representatives of those who have lost life, or of the parti- 
cular individuals who have suffered injury, whether in person or property, and with 
such a plea, those from whom the duties are claimed, have not necessarily, any con- 
nection ; and it is the more iniperative tpon me to exclude this element from con- 
sideration in connection with the duties, ‘as I propose to make it the subject of po- 
litical consideration, and the foundation of a claim for pecuniary or political in- 
demnity. 

The absence of the Chinese Authorities from their post, and their incapacity to 
perform their duty, has been fully considered, in its legal bearing, and though not 
considered as having any weight in that connection ; it was conceded as natural and 
reasonable, to find in such absence and incapacity, the cause of derangement and 
damage ; and irregularities approaching a state of anarchy and disorder, tantamount 
it might ‘be, to an abrogation of all Treaty obligations whatever. To what extent 
these evils were encountered at Shangliai is a question of fact, and as such it shall 
be considéred, and the extent to which it may authorise an abatement or deduction 
from the duties, will be plainly indicated. But with the administration of the Cus- 
tomn-house as conducted after the 7th September, 1853, under the control and direc- 
tions of the Consuls of the three Treaty powers, we have not now to deal, as a poli- 
tical question; I do not find in this administration itself, or in the particular irre- 
gularities that occurred, during this period of time, any cause of damage, which can 
affect the general obligation to pay duties on merchandise that was regularly ship- 
ped; though I may find in the absence of the Imperial Authorities from their post, 
and the substitution of the Authorities of the United States, in the performance ot 
their duties in collecting the revenue a reasonable ground for an abatement from the 
duties; in consideration of the expenses of collection from which the Imperial Au- 
thorities were entirely relieved. The irregularity and fraud referred to, in particular 
cases, does not differ, in attendant circumstances and risk, from all other cases of il- 
licit and irregular trade; to which some will always resort, buf wich can never be 
alleged as an excuse by the regular trader, for not paying his duties. 

The other principal cause of damage referred to, is found in the unusual state of 
exchanges, and the loss of capital, experienced by those engaged in trade at Shang- 
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hai: both ef which, I shall treat in connection with what I consider, their immediate 
cause, as it is the major cause, in my opinion, of all the damage and injury which 
American Merchants bave incurred during the Inst twelye-months at the Port of 
Shanghai. IT mean the derangement and destruction of the Import trade at this 
Port, caused unqnestionably by the civil disorders now prevailing in the Empire. 

It was a great loss to American Merchants to have brought their, merchandise to 
Shanghai, and there find that civil war prevented them from enjoying the privilege 
secured by Treaty, to sell their goods to all and any persons in the Empire, without 
having the same exposed to any impediment or injurious restriction: or to any im- 
position or tax, on its resale or transit to the interior. It well-becomes the Govern- 
ment of the United States to consider this question, in its political. bearing, and 
bringing to it the most zealens attention, provide some security that it shall not 
continue in the future, and some just indemnity for the past; and in this same 
spirit, I shall seek to ascertain how far this state of things, operates upon the par- 
ticular claim for the duties, due the Chinese Gavernment on merchandise hpportcd 
aud exported at the Port of Shanghai since the 71h September, 1853. 

The inability and unwillingness of the Imperial Authorities, to open the interior 

f the Country for the transit of American Merchandise, caused an unexampled 
cuinulation of property at Shangh 1) . On which the divect_loss was great, both in the 
matter of interest, and in the positive sacrifice of its value, when disposed of under 
forced and extraordinary sales, which were made in the face of unusual taxes and 
impositions to which it was subjeeted in its transit to the interior, To these direct 
influences affecting the merchandise. in question, must be added one of even greater 
magnitude in its consequences ; and that js, the enhanced cost of money or capital, with 
which duties must be paid ; whether on ships or merchandise, and with which the entire 
Export trade of American Citizens was ststaimed.. This enhanced cast of money 
at the Port of Shanghai, cannot be rated at less than 334 per cent, and constitutes 
in itself an equitable and reasonable cause for an abatement to that amount in all the 
duties claimed in money, by the Chinese Government from the American Merchant ; 
while it offers the occasion of discussion between the two governments as.to the ex~-, 
tent and nature of indemnity that can be offered for the yet greater loss of Capital ; 
to which American Merchants have been subjected, in the purchase of all merchan- 
dise they have exported from China, during this period of time; as wellas their loss 
on the imported merchandise, disposed of, at prices involving a positive loss, attri- 
butable directly to the taxes and. impositiois to which. it was sul bjected on 
its transit to the interior; or if not thus. disposed of, then retained in warehouses at 
Shanghai, at a great loss of interest and yalue; much of which loss would have been 
avoided by a more efficient and faithful execution of Treaty stipulations by the ln- 
perial Authorities. 

The detention of vessels in the Port of Shanghai owing. in part to these same 
canses, that have enhanced the cost of the money or Capital engaged. in the trade 
with China, would form a material item. of injury and damage in addition.to the 
actual enhancement of the cost of money, paid on exported merchandise or the actual 
loss on that which was imported, 

To ascertain this loss, reference showid he had to the principles fully stated in the 
foregoing part of this paper, and the Imperial Government of China, will not be held 
responsible for mere inability to preserve order; but such inability when accom- 
panied with unwillingness to perform faithfully the duties imposed on it by Treaty, 
will anthorize the Government of the United States to. insist:upon an indemnity of 
some kind, commercial or pecuniary, for these injuries to which American trade 
has been subjected, and also to seek for some further stipulations in the existing 
Treaty, which will if possible prevent the recurrence of such a state.of things in the 
future. 

So long as the Imperial Authorities, manifest a willingness to adjust these ques- 
tious, I think it reasonable and just that the clainy for duties, by the Imperial Gov- 
ernment of China, should be permitted to stand, entirely distinct from the great 
question of damage and mjury to American trade and commerce; caused by the 
existing civil war, and the indemnity for which may be sought in comimercial privi- 
leges not heretofore enjoyed, which may render commerce in the future more- safe 
and more Incrative. 

Thus separating these two questions, the claim for duties, must nevertheless be 
abated, when paid in money, to the full amount that the money has been enhanced 
in cost by the loss of the Import trade; for though I do not charge against the claim 
for duties, the loss on the Capital, invested in the entire trade, it must bear its own 
proportion of the loss, If therefore this enhanced cost of money be 33} per cent; 
[ abate the duties that much in paying the same in money, and | leave to. the poli- 
tical department of dhe two. governments, the discussion of the mode and manner in 
which American Merchants shall be compensated for this further loss of 334 per 
cent, on the Capital they have had invested in the merchandise exported from China 
since September, 1853—(at the same time, that all the other causes of damage and 
injury, to which 1 have referred, as proper a ia for pation action between: the 
two governments are disposed of. ) : 
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The entire amount of duties claimed to be due and owing the Chinese Govern- 
ment by Citizens of the: United States, from the 7th September, 1853, to the 12th 
July, 1854, for those periods of time when the Vice-Consul of the United States, gave 
his assistance and co-operation to the Imperial Authorities, in the administration of 
the Custom Department at Shanghai amounts to the sum of Taels 354149; 8: 2: 
Three hundred and fifty four thousand one hundred and forty nine taels eight mace 
and two cash, , 

Of this amount, the Chinese Superintendent of Customs, claims Taels 37514: 6:8: 
to have been due as Duties and Tonnage Dues, on account of Eleven American 
Ships that had entered and discharged their cargoes in whole or in part, reporting the 
saine through the Chinese Castom-house prior to the 5th September, 1853. 

Repeated application was made by the Chinese Superintendent of Customs for this 
amount; but as the usage at the Port of Shanghai, adopted with the full concurrence 
of the Imperial Authorities, and those of the United States; was to settle all the 
duties due on a ship and her cargo, at the time of clearance, these duties and dues 
that had accrued prior to the 15th September, 1853, were embraced in the declaration 
and allegations, given to the United States’ Consul, after the capture of the City of 
Shanghai, and the flight of the Imperial Authorities. 

I see no good reason, why this amount, should be separated from the Export du- 
ties due upon the cargo of these samé ships, the great part of which was in the Port 
of Shanghai, on the 7th September or was brought there, after the Imperial Forces 
had taken possession of the country adjacent to the City, and established the block- 
ude and siege of the latter. I shall not therefore take note of this amount except as 
part of the entire sum of Taels 354149; 8: 2: claimed to be due and owing from the 
7th September, 1853, to the 12th July, 1854. 

From the 7th to the 27th September, 1853, the Vice-Consil of the United States in 
conjnnetion with other Foreign Anthorities, without the presence or assistance of the 
Imperial Authorities, preserved the Customs Department of the Chinese Governinent 
from dissolution and disorganization; by assuming the administration thereof, as the 
only mean at his command of preserving the safety of the settlement and the trade 
of the Port of Shanghai. 

This. state of things was cantinued until about the 28th October, 1853, not only 
with the concurrence, but at the express solicitation of the Imperial Authorities, who 
promised in consideration thereof, to give. protection and security to traders and 
merchandise seeking the Port of Shanghai for exportation.. ? 

From the 28th October, 1853, to the 8th February, 1854, the same state of things 
continued in defiance of the wishes and commands of the Autherities of the United 
States; though for some time it was acquiesced in and sanctioned by the United 
States’ Vice-Consul, rather than abandon the conservative policy, that had been 
adopted and enforced, as the only practicable means of maintaining the trade of the 
Port and the safety of the Foreign Settlement. 

Throughout this entire period of time from the 7th September, 1853, to the 8th 
February, 1854, 332 per cent should be deducted from the amount of duties claimed 
to be due and owing; on account of the expenses of co!lection. 

No special note i¢-taken of the period of time, from 7th to 27th September, 1853, 
when the trade of the Port was entirely stopped, and the adjacent neighbourhood jn 
possession of the Rebels; nor, of the particular and specific claim for duties on mer- 
chandize within the limits of the Port or Foreign Settlement, on the 7th September, 
1853, whether in ships that had already entered and declared their cargoes at the 
Custom,;house, or in the Warehouses of Foreign Merchants, awaiting exportation. 
It would’ be quite impossible to fix with accuracy the amount of merchandise, that 
had thus entered the Port, with the protection and assistance of the Imperial Au- 
thorities, any more than that which may have reached the Port, after paying tribute 
or escaping the vigilance of the Insurgent forces. 

It is believed that no material injustice is done either to the American Merchant, 
or the Imperial Government, by embracing this in the general aggregate of duties 
claimed on ships and their cargoes, that cleared when the adwinistration of the Chi- 
nese Custom-house, devolved upon the Foreign Authorities. 

From the 8th of February to the 6th March, 1854, the administration of the Cus- 
toms at the Port of Shanghai, was resuitied by the Imperial Authorities, and so con- 
tinued until the last named day. When it again fell into utter disorganization and 
confusion; the Foreign Consuls taking upon themselves without the consent of the 
Imperial Authorities, the responsibility of clearing ships without the payment of 
duties in money; and the Imperial Authorities, in retaliation, or in part substitution 
of a Customs administration at the Port of Shanghai, in conformity with Treaty 
stipulations, established interior Custom-houses; where in defiance of Treaty, and 
witheut control or observation, they levied duties upon all goods destined for ex por- 
tation, calling upon the Foreign Authorities, to collect Tonnage Dues and Duties of 
Import. ‘J 

Much controversy has taken place between the Chinese and Foreign Authorities, 
as to the manner in which they performed their respective duties, and as to the true 
line of conduct that should have been adopted in this conjuncture. 
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But it is not intended to resume that discussion; it is believed that a great con- 
cession is made to the Imperial Authorities; when the duties claimed to be and owing 
during.this period of time, are adjusted by the same rule, as has been stated for the 
ascertainment of the amount that may be reasonably demanded of the American 
Merchant from the 7th September, 1853, to the 8th February, 1854; for in addi- 
tion to the amount proper to be deducted forthe expenses of collection, and the 
enhanced value of money, there remains the amount collected by the Imperial Au- 
thorities at the interior Custom-houses, which cannot be accurately determined. 

But whenever such exactions are established by proper evidence, they will con- 
stitute a-specific item of deduction in favor of the Merchant who shall have paid 
them precisely as for any regular duty receipt beld by the Merchant. 

With this reservation, the amount of duties accruing from the 6th March to the 
12th July, 1854, should be adjusted by the same rule, that is applied to the preced- 
ing periods, which have been already disposed of. 

Of that period of time, when American Ships cleared from the Port of Shanghai, 
without regard to the Administration of the Customs Department by the Imperial 
Authorities, and without control from the Authorities of the United States, no uotice 
whatever shall be taken in this award. This was a period of confusion and disorga- 
dization, when the Foreign Authorities were reproaching each other, as well as the 
Imperial Authorities,- with the responsibility of the disorder that existed, and when 
the Foreign Merchants of all Countries, profiting by the incapacity of the Imperial 
Authorities, and the want of harmony and concert that unhappily prevailed among 
the Foreign Authorities; shipped merchandise from the Port of Shanghai, without 
notifying the same to the Authorities of their respective Countries, or paying respect 
to the Authorities of the Imperial Custom-house. 

It is believed that Foreign Merchants, shared at least equally, with each other, 
this opportunity of shipping goods and of escaping duties; while the fact that such 
shipments were made, when the control of the United States’ Vice-Consul was with- 
drawn ; is conclusive evidence, of the necessity that then existed, for the interposition 
of Foreign Authority, to ascertain and collect duties on the merchandise which was 
permitted by Imperial Authorities to reach the Port of Shanghai. -h 

Referring to the foregoing abatements and reductions. The sum of One hundred 
and Eighteen thousand and Forty-nine Tuaels, nine mace and four candareens, is 
awarded to the Chinese Superintendent of Customs at Shanghai, for and on account 
of the Imperial Government of China; in full acquittanée and discharge of claims 
and demands made by said Chinese Superintendent of Customs against the following 
named American Merchants; for Tonnage dues on American Ships, and for Export 
and Import duties on merchandise shipped into and from the Port of Shanghai, from 
the 7th September, 1853, to the 12th July, 1854, whether by American or British 
ships—the same being one third of the amount alleged to be due and owing by Citi- 
zens of the United states during the vicarious administration of the Castom-house at 
that Port, by the Consul of the United States, and Great Britain, during the afore- 
said period of time. 

This amount will be collected by the United States’ Consul, in the following pro- 
portions from the following named American Houses and individuals. 
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due and owing from F. D. Williams and not included 
in the foregoing principal award.

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The question submitted for my determination by the annexed correspondence is simply 
whether Import, Export and Tonnage Duties alleged to be due and owing by Ame- 
rican Citizens on Vessels and Merchandise at the Port of Shanghai after the 7th 


September, 1853, shall be paid to the Chinese Superintendent of Customs. 


The authority in virtue of which such duties are claimed, we find in the Treaty 
between China and the United States commonly known as the Treaty of Wang Hyia. 

This Treaty in its second article stipulates that duties shall be paid as prescribed 
therein, the Tariff forming part of the Treaty furnishes the rate, and subsequent 
articles, provide the mode and manner of ascertaining and paying, as also the coin or 
metal in which the same shall be paid. | 

To secure the full enjoyment of the rights, and the fulfilment of the reciprocal 
obligations secured and imposed by the Treaty, Citizens of the United States are 
subjected to the jurisdiction of their own authoritics, and these latter are associated 
with the authorities of China, in the execution of the Treaty. 

Was this Treaty in existence and force after the 7th September, 1853? If so 
there can be little question, that duties were legally due and owing by Citizens of 
the United States. 

The flagrant misconduct of the authorities of China, m a perverse and wilful viola- 
tion of its provisions might have called for retaliation on the part of the authorities 
of the United States, and for the tine being, the Treaty thus abrogated on one side, 
would net have been enforced on the other; so too an overwhelming necessity might 
have prevented the authorities of either or both countries from performing ediciently 
their respective duties; these are questions which shall be considered in their proper 
place, with some examination into the new obligations that may be created for gov- 
ernments or individuals, by such extraordinary contingencies; whether resulting 
from the wilful misconduct of the public authorities of either country, or from an 
overruling necessity. 

I will first consider the actual’ state of political affairs, which existed here at that 
time, and which may be supposed to have affected the political relations of China 
and the United States. 

On the 7th September, 1853, an insurrection took place in the City of Shanghai, 
which overthrew the Imperial Authorities, and left the City in possession of the In- 
surgents, and on the morning of the same dav, the Chinese Custom-house within the 
Foreign settlement a mile distant from the City, was pillaged; and Foreign Troops 
took possession of the Foreign settlement. 

On this seventh day of September, there was in the Port of Shanghai, eleven 
American vessels, on which-the import and tonnage duties had been noted and re- 
cordedsdy the Liiperial Superintendent of Customs, amounting to Thirty seven 
Thousand five hundred and fourteen Tuels. : 

On the 20th Septemiier, Commissioner Marshall made known to the Viceroy of 
the Liang Kiang Provinces, that the City of Shanghai was in possession of an ex- 
asperated and armed mob, and the Imperial Authorities had abandoned the City and 
neighbourhood; He, the Commissioner held.the Imperial Government responsible 
for all losses that might be incurred by Americay Citizens, in consequence of this 
Civil disorder, and meanwhile althgugh he would not detain American ships in the 
Port of Shanghai, yet previous to their departure, he pledged himself, that he would 
take the obligations of the Shippers payable to the Chinese Superintendent of Cus- 
toms, for duties due and owing under the Treaty between China and the United 
States. The Commissioner further demanded that a military foree should be dis- 
patched by the Viceroy to protect the lives and property of American Citizens, 

On the 8th October, the Viceroy replied to the United States’ Commissioner, and 
informed him that a military force had been dispatched to Shanghai, to maintain the 
Imperial Authority, .and protect the Chief Superintendent of Civil Affairs, Woo ; 
These Troops arrived before the City of Shanghai, and closely besieged the Insurgent 
forces as early as the 27th September. 

Up to this period, the trade of Shanghai was entirely stopped ; detachments of the 
Rebel force in possession of the City, pillaging the surrounding country, and robb- 
ing all who fell in with them; the Foreign settlement being still defended by For- 
. eign Troops, ° } 
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The Insurgent forces within the walls at this time, were without any connection 
whatever with the Rebels at Nanking, or with the population proper of Shanghai, 
more than three fourths of whom had already fled to the interior. 

Without the walls of the City, beseiging,it on all sides, except on that adjoining 
the Foreign Settlement, 10;000 (Ten Thousand) Imperial troops’ were encamped, 
commanded by Keih; and on the water side, the City was besieged by a fleet of 
small vessels, which from time to time was increased and maintained what may be 
deemed an effective blockade. 

In connection with the foregoing series of facts, Woo made known to the Am- 
erican Vice-Consul, his return to Shanghai and readiness to resume his duties from 
and after the 9th October. Correspondence took place between the United States’ 
Vice-Consul and the United States’ Commissioner; and the latter notified American 
Merchants, and the Imperial Authorities, that from, and after the 28th October, the 
Imperial Custom-house would be dyly recognised by the Authorities-of the United 
States. 

The British Authorities refused to recognise the Imperial Custom-house, and by 
compulsion enforced upon the Imperial Authorities, a submission to those pro- 
visional rules; under which British Ships had entered arid cleared Qhe Port of Shang- 
hai since the 7th September ; and in virtue of which, promissory notes were received 
in payment of duties instead of coin or sycee silver, American Merchants with the 
acquiescence of the Imperial Authorities and the United. States’ Vice-Consul at 
Shanghai, claimed the benefit and privilege of entering and clearing their ships: in 
like manner. 


During this period of time other irregularities in the administration of the Custom- + 


house occurred ; especially may be noted the case of the Austrian ship Robert which 
cleared without the payment of any duties whatever. 

The United States’ Commissioner took great exception to the continuance of this 
provisional system, insisted upon by the Authorities of Great Britain: and-demand- 
ed that all irregularities should be prevented by the Imperial: Authorities, and that 
all duties should be paid in money. These views of the United States’ Commis- 
sioner were made known to the Consuls of the other Treaty Powers, who refused to 
require of their countrymen that the duties should be paid in money ; whereupon the 
United States’ Vice-Consul on the 20th January, 1854, acting under the instructions 
of the United States’ Commissioner, declared Shanghai.a free Port for American 
Ships and their cargoes. 

On the 8th February in conjunction with the Consuls of Great Britain and France, 
he recognised the Chinese Custom-house, and the Merchants of these threr Coun- 


tries, were required by their respective Consuls to pay duties in Cash; which state . 


of things continued until the period when a Bremen Ship called the Aristides cleared 
from this Port irregularly ; upon a promise to pay half duties at some future tinie, 
and upon certain impossible conditions; soon after this irregularity, the ships of all 
nations cleared from the Port of Shanghai, without paying duties in money. 

From the 7th September, 1853, the Foreign Settlement was under the protection 
of the naval Forces of Great Britain, France and the United States, with the consent 
more or less voluntary of the Imperial Authorities, and without any decided opposi- 
tion from those in possession of the City. 

China is entitled to the same independence and freedom from Foreign interference 
as any other nation, and our title to be here at all engaged in commerce, is the 
Treaty or compact, made. between our respective Governments; our first enquiry 
should be to know how that Treaty is affected by the quasi revolution that is now 
progressing in China; a branch of which has had effect in the City of Shanghai. 

No revolution, partial or complete, can affect a Treaty between the government of 
the country where a revolution has been effected, and the Foreign government with 
whom a Treaty has been made. The revolution may change the government or 
municipal constitution of a state, butit cannot destroy the state or nation; or affect 
the obligations which the state or nation owes to other states and nations; therefore, 
wheu a revolution is progressing in a country, other states and nations may remain 
indifferent and neutral spectators, continuing to-treat the ancient or original govern- 
ment as sovereign, and the revolutionary party or body, as a government de facto, 
whenever it may succeed in establishing itself, as a society of men entitled to the 

rights of war against its enemy. (If it be desirable, there is nothing immoral in 
espousing the cause of whiehever party, is believed to have justice on its side. ) 

Neither party has any right to complain provided an impartial neutrality is main- 
tained ; and this profession of neutrality to be an hronordble and practical neutrality, 
re quires that both belligerent parties in their relations and intercourse with Foreign 
nations, shouldbe free to exercise all the rights, which war gives to public enemies, 
acting against each other ; except so far as the exercise of these rights of war, by the 
revolting society or province, against the original or metropolitan Country, may 


come in conflict with the, obligation of treaties, previously existing between that 
Country and other nations. 


Besides these general principles bearing upon the subject, is another, which must 


be stated, as it has its effect in the case; in all cases of revolution, pastlal i or com- 
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plete, until the independence of a new state is acknowledged, either by the govern- 
ment of the Country of which it was before a province, or by the Foreign state, 
whose Citizens or subjects are considering their obligations and relations to it, Courts 
of Justice and private individuals are bound to consider the ancient state of things 
“as remaining unaltered. 

Practical neutrality, consists in giving no military assistance to either contending 
party—if given to either, it is no neutrality—though equal assistance may be given 
to both; unless there be a previous stipulation to give assistance to either party ; 


then the other party cannot complain; but this only refers to such assistance as re- © 


lates to war. In what does not relate to war, neutrality may be ‘preserved, if the 
assistance given to one party, is given also to the other; unless as in the case of 
military assistance, it be given in virtue of a previously existing Treaty stipulation, 
when it can be given to the one side only, that is entitled by Treaty to receive it. 

It is not now a question, as to whether we should give military assistance to 
either party at Shanghai, Imperialists or Rebels; therefore, we will not consider 
whether any such obligation is imposed upon us by Treaty between China and the 
United States; (without such Treaty obligation, it would be manifestly improper to 
do so.) But the Treaty between China and the United States, requires that duties 
should be paid to the Imperial Government ; such duties might be deemed, pecuniary 
aid and assistance, and they are claimed by the Imperial Government in- virtue of 
Treaty stipulations; and in this connection, it must be considered to what extent 
the Imperial Authority was overthrown, and how the obligation to pay duties under 
the Treaty, would be affected by such overthrow, partial or complete. 

That these duties were required by the Treaty, will not be questioned, and no ex- 
isting revolution in China, can relieve American Citizens from their obligations to 
pay duties to the Imperial Government, until that Government is overthrown; in 
which ease, ifa new de facto government is established in its stead, the duties will 
be due and owing to that government; which will be bound in its turn to all the 


‘obligations imposed by the Treaty on the present Imperial Government. Or again, 


the Imperial Government might he overthrown, and no government whatever, esta- 
blished in its stead; the Empire crumbling into sections and every where anarchy 
and disorder, taking the place of organized government. A case not at all unlikely 
to be presented for our consideration, before we are relieved from the present embar- 
rassments, caused by the domestic strife now raging. 

When therefore, I proceed to enquire, how far the Imperial government was over- 
thrown at Shanghaj, on and after the 7th September, and how far the oMigation to 
pay duties would be affected by such overthrow; it is orly in view of this last con- 
tingency, that I would consider the facts at all important, in a legal view of the case ; 
for though the Imperial government was completely overthrown, I should not think 
the obligations to pay duties was abrogated; the only effect of this would be to 
transfer the right to receive the duties from the old government to the new de facto 
power; if the overthrow was only partial, and the revolution continuing the obliga- 
tidi: fixed in the Treaty with the existing sovereignty of the Country, is absolute ; 
and the revolutionary party, could not complain of duties being thus paid. The 
authorities are so clear on this point, that as a legal question it would be a waste of 
time to dwell upon it. 

But although thus clear as a legal question, many facts and circumstances may 
exist in the case, that constitute an intelligent and equitable ground on which Citi- 
zns of the United States might resist the demand of the Imperial government for 
duties; since 7th September, 1853. So a state of facts might have existed, when 
the third contigency referred to, would have occurred, and all political relations be- 
tween China and the United States, would be dissolved; owing to the anarchy and 
disorder that might for the time being, overwhelm all political power and authority 
in the Chinese Empire; leaving our people without protection or the presence of 
Imperial officers to exercise the necessary functions of Civil government. In such 
a case, the question of duties and the Treaty itself, would be in abeyance, and the 
Authorities of the United States in China, might well confine themselves to the de- 
fence and protection of the lives and property of their people. 

. The staté of things which existed at Shanghai, for sometime after the 7th Septem- 
ber was certainly just such a state of facts, as would have dissolved all political re- 
jation between China and the United States, had it extended throughout any con- 
siderable portion of the Empire; but its existence here, though it were continued 
much lenger than it really Was, would not have had this effect; for elsewhere the 
sovereignty of China was undisturbed, and the Treaty between China and the United 
States in full force ; it should therefore be regarded as a local affliction and disorder, 
and the only question that could have been made about duties, would have been 
between the two Gos srnments,~—China and the United States,—the first might have 
insisted, that it was the duty of the Authorities of the United States, to have detain- 
ed American Ships, until order and tranquillity was sufficiently restored, to endble 
the Imperial Authorities to perform their ordinary functions; and the United States 
might have defended a contrary course of action, on the part of the United States 
Authorities; by referring to the uncertainty that surrounded the case, and to the 
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reasonable doubt, as to whether the Imperial Authorities would return; the neces- 
sity thus imposed on the United States to,defend and protect their people at Shang- 
hai, might have been urged as a reason why the United States government should 
not pay these duties; but it could not constitute a reason why the Merchant should 
not pay, so long as the Legislative and Executive power of his government, recog--. 
nised the government of China, and assumed the power of protecting the lives and 
property of American Citizens engaged in trade at this port. 

In no-event could they claim to be released from the obligation to pay duties, un- 
less the Authorities of the United States in their discretion representing the executive 
branch of the Government, ignored the Treaty; assuming that anarehy and disorder 
prevailed, to an extent which left the Treaty in abeyance; or that the wilfal miscon- 
duct of the Authorities of China, justified them in permitting American ships to de- 
part homeward, without waiting for evidence that duties had been paid. When the - 
case arose, by this action of the Authorities of the United_States, the responsibility 
was transferred from the Merchant to the Goverment of the United States, and it 
would then become a question between the two governments. 

When the Authorities of the United States should take such action, is a question 
for their discretion to determine, and not to be forced upon them by the opinion or 
judgment of others; and cannot of itself affect the obligation that really does or does 
not exist to pay duties, for this is to be determined by the existence or non-existence 
of the Treaty. It merely transfers the responsibility from the Merchant to, the ° 
United States Goverment, and that responsibility reverts back to the Merchant 
unless the Government approves the action of the Authorities; while it becomes, a 
political question between the two Governments, if the action of the Authorities of 
the United States is sanctioned by their own Government, 

As a legal question, therefore, I am of cpinion, that duties were due and owing 
by American Merchants after the 7th September, 1853, to the Imperial Government ; 
and that they have continued to be due and owing from that dav to the present, as 
the Executive and Legislative branches of the Government of the United States; 
continue to recognise the Imperial Government with whom the Treaty of Wang Hyia 
was contracted as still in existence. 

These general principles seem to have been comprehended and aecepted by the 
Merchants of the United States at Shanghai, after the 7th September, 1853. They 
claimed it, as their reasonable privilege to clear, their ships without payment of duties, 
for the reason, that the Chinese Imperial Government was completely overthrown, 
and incapable of perfor®hing its duties and obligations under the Treaty. They con- 
sidered that all political organization, which had previously existed was at an end, 
and that no new authority had been established capable of replacing it; in such a 
state of anarchy and disorder, they looked to the Authorities of the United States for 
protection for their lives and property, and claimed the privilege of clearing their 
ships, without regard to the political power of the Chinese Empire. They urged 
other views of an equitable character, which entitled them in their judgement, for the 
time being, to an exemption from the Treaty obligation, to pay duties :—these con- 
siderations were involved in specific allegations impeaching the capacity and integrity 
of the Authorities of the Imperial Government. 

The Authorities of the United States were of opinion that the insurrection in the 
City of Shanghai, and the temporary occupation, of the surrounding coantry, did not 
constitute a case which autherized them to consider the Imperial Government over- 
thrown ; to such an extent, as would justify them in avknowledgeing, those who held 
possession of the City of Shanghai, as capable of establishing a government de facto, 
that could be recognised by them, nor did they feel themselves-justified in accepting 
the view taken by American Merchants, that NI political authority was overthrown, 
and the Treaty itself in abeyance, 

Although the Authorities of the United States were thus unwilling to declare the 
Treaty in abeyance, by the events of the 7th September, 1853, they were not insen- 
sible to the difficulties that surrounded them; as appears fromthe correspondence 
then had with American Merebants and the action taken by them in the premises. 
They considered the Treaty still in force, and_as an abstract question, the duties still 
due; but while they conceded this point in favor of the Imperial Government, and 
acknowledged their own obligations under the Treaty, to maintain their jurisdiction, 
civil and criminal, over American Merchants in China; they absolved the Govern- 
ment of the United States from all responsibility touching the payment of duties, in_ 
consequence of the incapacity of the Chinese Authorities to protect American life and 
property, or to ascertain and levy duties, in conformity with the Treaty ; and for 
these reasons, they assumed the responsibility of clearing American ships without 
requiring evidence that duties had been paid in conformity with the ‘Treaty; and at 
the same time, filed among the Archives of the American Consulate, record of the 
ships and merchandise thus cleared: such a ipsa e 'e only be regarded as an 
incident in their own diseretion; and deemed by these’ Authorities, a provisional 
state of things, forced upon them by an overruling necessity ; ; to preserve the Trade 
of the Port, and avoid a collision with the belligerent parties in whose ite Sea the 
lives and property of the American Citizens was, much pak tga wets See 
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I shall treat the question somewhat differently in passing upon it, by virtue of the 
annexed correspondence: I have considered with attention al] the suggestions made 


- tome by the parties interested ; whether looking to a partial or entire exemption 


from the obligation to pay duties at this Port; so I have heard and duly weighed 
the plea of the Superintendent of Customs, under the Treaty between China, and 
the United States, in behalf of the Chinese Government; and without recapitulating 
at length the pleading on either side, I shall refer to some of the principal grounds, 
on which the claim for an exemption or abatement in favor of. American Merchauts 
is placed : and m this connection indicate the award it is my duty to render in the case. 

lt is urged that a waut of reasonable diligence and care, on the part of the Autho- 
rities of China, was the proximate and immediate cause of the revolt and insurrection 
at Shanghai; and therefore, all the damage incurred by Merchants in trade at this 


“Port, m canséequence of the political disorder here occurring, should be charged to 


the Imperial Government. Such a principle is nowhere recognised in determining 
the relation of States to each other, or in enforcing their reciprocal obligations. 
‘There is no analogy in the case stated, that because American Merchants are held to 
an accountability, for what an enlightened judgement may define as reasonable dili- 
gence, that therefore the Chinese Government should be held responsible for this 
same standard of reasonable diligence and capacity ov the part of its public officers. 
In relations between States, each is responsible for acting up to its own standard and 
capacity, and though you might have an express compact, between two Governments 
that each should assume certain obligations, all that is implied thereby is that each 
should exert its own particular’ capacity to fulfil that obligation. One might be: 
strong and powerful and abundantly able te do so, the other might be feeble and 
unenlightened ; and in the hour of trial be found quite incapable; and whether such 
incapacity resulted from inherent defects in the constitution of the Government, or 
in the want of capacity on the part of Public Officers, and individuals composing the 
nation, would not be material. All that is justly required, between nations, is that 
the political power possessed by a government shall be howestly exerted, to maintain 
the Treaty obligations it has conéracted. Before the analogy in question has any 
force, we must pass, from the consideration of reasonable care and diligence to what 
would be the order of respousibility when wilful misconduct and bad faith, were the 
cause of difficulty. and disorder. In such a ease, the responsibility of individuals 
and States is nearly the same. 

These suggestions have some connection with another principal plea, derived from 
the reciprocal character of the Treaty, which while it demands duties from the 
American Merchants, requires full. protection for their lives and property from the 
Chinese Government: [ pass over this plea for the present, because the question 
proper to make, in this connection, will be a demand by, the Government of the 
United States on the Chinese Government, either in its own behalf, or for the repay- 
ment of money expended by. individuals in @Mfence of their property, and for in- 
demnity on behalf of the representatives of thiise who have lost life, or of the parti- 
cular individuals who have suffered injury, whether in person or property, and with 
such a plea, those from whom the duties are claimed, have not necessarily, any con- 
nection ;. and it is the more Wyperative upon me to exclude this element from = con- 
sideration in connection with the duties, as I propose to make it the subject of po- 
litical consideration, and the foundation of a claim for pecuniary or political in- 
demnity. 

The absence of the Chinese Authorities from thetr post, and their incapacity to 
perform their duty, has been fully considered, in its legal bearing, and thoug! not 
considered as having any weight in that connection ; it was conceded as natural and 
reasonable, to find in such absence and incapacity, the cause of derangement and 
damage; and irregularities approaching a state of anarchy and disorder, taytamount 
it might be, to an abrogation of all Treaty obligations whatever. ‘To what extent 
these evils were encountered at Shanghai is a question of fact, and as such it shall 
be considered, and tiie extent to which it may authorise an abatement or deduction 
from the duties, will be plainly indicated. But with the adMBuistration of the Gus- 
tom-honse as conducted after the 7th September, 1853, under the control and direc- 
tions of the Consuls of the three Treaty powers, we have not now to deal, as a poli- 
_tical question; I do not find in this administration itself, or in the particular irre- 
gularities that occurred, during this period of time; any cause of damage, which can 
affect the genéral obligation to pay duties on merchandise that was regularly ship- 
ped; though I may find in the absence of the Imperial Authorities from their post, 
and the substitution of the Authorities of the United States, in the performance ot 
their duties in collecting the revenue a reasonable ground for an abatement from the 
duties ; in considération of the expenses of collection from which the Imperial Au- 
thorities were entirely relieved. The irregularity and fraud referred to, jn particular 
cases, does not differ, in attendant circumstances and risk, from all other cases of il- 
licit and irregular trade; to which some will always resort, but which can néver be 
alleged as an excuse by the regular trader, for not paying his duties. ° 


- « The other principal cause of damage referred to, is found in the unusual state of 


exchanges, and the loss of capital, expefienced by those engaged in trade at Shang- 
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hai: both of which, I shall treat in connection with what I consider, their immediate 
cause, as it is the major cause, in my opinion, of all the damage and injury which 
American Merchants have ineurred during the last twelve-months at the Port of 
Shanghai. I mean the derangement and destruction of the Import trade at this 
Port, caused unquestionably by the civil disorders now prevailing in the Empire, 

It was a great loss to American Merchants to have brought their merchandise to 
Shanghai, and there find that civil war prevented them from enjoying the privilege 
secured by Treaty, to sell their goods to all and any persons ih the Empire, without 
having the same exposed to any impediment or injurious restriction : or to any im- 
position or tax, on its resale or transit to the interior. It well becomes the Govern- 
ment of the United States to consider this question, im its political bearing, and 
bringing to it the most zealous attention, provide some security that it shall not 
continue im the future, and some just indemnity for the past; and in this same 
spirit, [I shall seek to ascertain how far this state of things, operates upon the par- 
ticular claim for the duties, dune the Chinese Government on merchandise imported 
and exported at the Port of Shanghai since the 7th September, 1853. 

The inability and unwillingness of the Imperial Authorities, to open the interior 
of the Country for the transit of American Merchandise, caused an unexampled ac- 
cumulation of property at Shanghai; on which the direct loss was great, both in the 
matter of interest, aud in the positive sacrifice of its value, when disposed of under 
forced and extraerdinary sales; which were made in the face of unusual taxes and 
impositions to which it was subjected in its transit to the interior. To these direct 
influences affecting the merchandise in question, must be added one of even greater 
iiagnitude in its consequences ; and that is, the enhanced cost of money or capital, with 
which duties must be paid ; whether on ships or merchandise, and with which the entire 
I:xport trade of American Citizens was sustained. This enhanced cost of money 
at the Port of Shanghai, cannot be rated at less than 334 per cent, and constitutes 
in itself an equitable and reasonable cause for an abatement to that amount in all the 
duties claimed in money, by the Chinese Government from the American Merchant ; 
while it offers the occasion of discussion between the two governments as to the ex- 
tent and nature of indemnity that can be offered for the yet greater loss of Capital ; 
to which American Merchants have been subjected, in the purchase of all merchan- 
dise they have exported from China, during this period of time; as well as their loss 
on the imported merchandise, disposed of, at prices involving a positive loss, attri- 
butable direétly to the taxes. and impositions to which it. was subjected on 
its traisit to the interior; or if not thus disposed of, then retained in warehouses at 
Shanghai, at a great loss of interest and value; much of which loss would have been 
avoided by a more efficient and faithful execution of Treaty stipulations by the Im- 
perial Authorities, 

The detention of vessels in the Port of Shanghai owing in part to these same 
canses, that have enhanced the cost of the money or Capital engaged in the trade 
with Chind,* would form a material item of injury and damage in addition to the 
actual enhancement of the cost of money, paid on exported merchandise or the actual 
loss oh that which was imported, 

To ascertain this loss, reference should be had to the principles fully stated in the 
foregoing part of this paper, and the Imperial Government of China, will not be held 
responsible for mere inability to preserve order; but such inability when accom- 
panied with unwillingness to perform faithfully the duties imposed on it by Treaty, 
will authorize the Government of the United States to insist upon an indemnity of 
some kind, commercial or pecuniary, for these’ injuries to which American trade 
has been subjected, and also to seek for some further stipulations in the existing 
Treaty, which will if possible prevent the recurrence of such a state of things in the 
future, 

So long as. the Imperial Authorities, manifest a willingness to adjust these ques- 
tions, I think it reasonable and just that the claim for duties, by the Imperial Gov- 
ernment of China, should be permitted to stand, entirely distinct fram the great 
question of damage and injury to American trade and commerce; caused by the 
existing civil war, and the indemnity for which may be sought in commercial privi- 
leges not heretofore enjoyed, which may render commerce in the future more safe 
and more lucrative. | 

Thus separating these two questions, the claim for duties, must nevertheless be 
abated, when paid in money, to the full amount that the money has been enhanced 
in cost by the loss of the Import trade; for though I do not charge against the claim 
for duties, the less on the Capital, invested in the entire trade, it must bear its own 
proportion of the loss. If therefore this enhanced cost of money be 334 per cent; 
1 abate the duties that much in paying the same in money, and | leave to the poli- 
tical department of the two governments, the discussion of the mode and manner in 
which American Merchants shall be compensated for this further loss of 33} per 
cent, on the Capital they have had invested in the merchandise exported from China 
since September, 1853—(at the same time, that all the other causes of damage and 
injury, to which 1 have referred, as proper subjects for political action between the 
two governments are disposed of.)

The entire amount of duties claimed to be due and owing the Chinese Govern- 
ment by Citizens of the United States, from the 7th September, 1853, to the 12th 
July, 1854, for those periods of time when the Vice-Consul of the United States, gave 
his assistance and co-operation to the Imperial Authorities, in the administration of 
the Custom, Department at Shanghai amounts to the sum of Taels 854149; 8: 2: 
Three bundred and fifty four thousand one hundred and forty nine taels eight mace 
and two cash. 

Of this amount, the Chinese Superintendent of Customs, claims Taels 37514: 6: 8: 
to have been due as Duties and Tonnage Dues, on account of Eleven American 
Ships that had entered and discharged their cargoes in whole or in part, reporting the 

same through the Chinese Custom-house prior to the 5th September, 1853. 

Repeated application was made by the Chinese Superintendent of Customs for this 
amount; but as the asage at the Port of Shanghai, adopted with the full concurrence 
of the Imperial Anthorities, aud those of the United States; was to settle all the 
duties due on a slyp and her cargo, at the time of clearance, these duties and dues 
that had accrued prior to the 15th September, 1853, were embraced in the declaration 
and allegations, ‘given to the United States’ Consul, after the capture of the City of 
Shanghai, and the flight of the Imperial Authorities. 

I see no good reason, why this amount, should be separated from the Export du- 
ties due upon the cargo of these same ships, the great part of which was in the Port 
of Shanghai, on the 7th September or was brought there, after the Imperial Forces 
had taken possession of the country adjacent to the City, and established the block- 
wile and siege of the latter. I shall not therefore take note of this amount except as 

part of the entire sum of Taels 354149: 8; 2: claimed to be due and owing from the 
th September, 1853, to the 12th July, 1854, 

From the 7th to the 27th September, 1853, the Vice-Consul of the United States in 
conjunction with other Foreign Authorities, without the presence or assistance of the 
Imperial Authorities, preserved the Customs Department of the Chinese Governinent 
from dissolution and disorganization ; by assuming the administration thereof, as the 
ouly mean at his command of preserving the safety of the settlement and the trade 
of the Port of Shanghai. 

This state of things was continued until about the 28th October, 1853, not only 
with the coneurrence, but at the express solicitation of the Imperial Authorities, who 
promised in consideration thereof, to give protection and security to traders and 
merchandise seeking the Port of Shanghai for exportation. 

From the 28th October, 1853, to the 8th February, 1854, the sane state of things 
continued in defiance of the wishes and commands of the Authorities of the United 
States; though for some time it was acquiesced in and sanctioned by the United 
States’ Vice-Consul, rather than abandon the conservative policy, that had been 
adopted and enforced, as the only practicable means of maintaining the trade of the 
Port and the safety of the Foreign Settlement. 

Throughout this entire period of time from the 7th September, 1853, to the Sth 
February, 1854, 334 per cent should be deducted from the amount of duties claimed 
to be due and owing ; on account of the expenses of collection. 

No-special note is taken of the period of time, from 7th to 27th September, 1853, 
when the trade of the Port was entirely stopped,: and the adjacent neighbourhood in 
possession of the Rebels; nor, of the particular and specific claim for duties on mer- 
chandize within the limits of the Port or Foreign Settlement, on the 7th September, 
1853, whether in ships that had already entered and declared their cargoes at the 
Custom-house, or’ in the Warehouses of Foreign Merchants, awaiting exportation. 
It would be quite impossible to fix with aécuracy the amount of merchandise, that 
had thus entered the Port, with the protection and assistance of tlie Imperial Au- 
thorities, any more than that which may have reached the Port, after paying tribute 
or escaping the vigilance of the Insurgent forces. 

It is believed that no material injustice is done either to the American Merchant, 
or the Imperial Government, by embracing this in the general aggregate of duties 
claimed on ships and their cargoes, that cleared when the administration of the Chi- 
nese Custom-house, devolved upon the Foreign Authorities. 

From the 8th of February to the 6th March, 1854, the administration of the Cus- 
toms at the Port of Shanghai, was resumed by the Imperial Authorities, and so con- 
tinued until the last named day. When it again fell into utter disorganization and 
confusion; the Foreign Consuls taking upon themselves without the consent of the 
Imperial Authorities, the responsibility of clearing ships without the payment of 
duties in money, and the Imperial Authorities, in retaliation, or in part substitution 
of a Customs administration at the Port of Shanghai, in conformity with Treaty 
stipulations, established interior Custom-houses; where in defiance of Treaty, and 
without control or observation, they levied duties upon all goods destined for ex por- 
tation, calling upon the F oreign Authorities, to collect Tonnage Dues and Duties of 
Import. 

Much controversy has taken place between the Chinese and Foreign Authorities, 
as to the manner in which they. performed their respective duties, and as to the true 

line of conduct that should have been adopted in this conjuncture.

But it is not intenfled to resume that diseussion; it is believed that a great con- 
cession is made to the Imperial Authorities, when the duties claimed to ns 82 owing 
during this period of time, are adjusted by the same rule, as has been sfated for the 
ascertainment of the amount that may be reasonably demanded of the Amerjcan 
Merchant from the 7th September, 1853, to the 8th February, 1854; for in addi- 
tion to the ainount proper to be dedueted for the expenses of collection, and the 
enhanced value of money, there remains the amount collected by the Imperial Au- 
thorities at the interior Custom-houses, which cannot be aceurately determined. 

But whenever such exactions are established by proper evidence,’ they will con- 
stitute a specific item of deduction in favor of the Merchant who shall have paid 
them precisely as for amy regular duty receipt held by the Merchant. 

With this reservation, the amount of duties accruing from the 6th March to the 
12th July, 1854, should be adjusted by the same rtile, that is apphed to the preced- 
ing periods, which have been already disposed of, 

Of that period of time, when American Ships cleared from the Port of Shanghai, 
without regard to the Administration of the Customs Department by the Imperial 
Authorities, and without control from the Authorities of the United States, no uotice 
whatever shall be taken-in this award. This was a period of confasion and disorga- 
dization, when the Foreign Authorities were reproaching each other, as well as the 
[imperial Authorities, with the responsibility of the disorder that existed, and when 
the Foreign Merchants of all Countries, profiting by the incapacity of the: Intperial 
Authorities, and the want of harmony and concert that unhappily prevailed among 
the Foreign Authorities; shipped merchandise from the Port of Shanghai, without 
notifying the same to the Authorities of their respective Countries, or paying respect 
to the Authorities of the Imperial Custom-house. 

It is believed that Foreign Merchants, shared at least equally, with each other, 
this opportunity of shipping goods and of escaping duties; while the fact that such 
shipments were made, when the control of the United States’ Vice-Consul was with- 
drawn ; is conclusive evidence, of the necessity that then existed, for the interposition 
of Foreign Authority, to ascertain and collect duties on the merchandise which was 
permitted by Imperial Authorities to reach the Port of Shanghai. 

Referring to the foregoing abatements and reductions. The sum of One hundred 
and Eighteen thousand and Forty-nine Taels, nine mace and four candareens, 1s 
awarded to the Chinese Superintendent of Customs at Shanghai, for and on account 
of the Imperial Government of China; in full acquittance and discharge of claims 
and demands made by said Chinese Superintendent of Customs against the following 
named American Merehants; for Tonnage dues.on American Ships, and for Export 
and Import duties on merchandise shipped inte and from the Port of Shanghai, from 
the 7th September, 1853, to the 12th July, 1854, whether by American or British 
ships—the same being one third of the amount alleged to be due and owing by Citi- 
zens of the United states during the vicarious administration of the Custom-house at 
that Port, by the Consul of the United States, and Great Britain, during the afore- 
said period of time. 

This amount will be collected by the United States’ Consul, in the following pro- 
portions from the following named American Houses and individuals.
